Provides  f(  )!'  an  Old  i\ ge  Pension  ( 'onimissiou  composed  of  tlirec 
citizens  appointed  hy  tli(>  Govei'uor.  Tlie  commission  is  to  appoint  a 
superintendent  at  not  to  exceed  .+r),0()0  per  annum.  Provides  for  a 
county  old  age  pension  hoard  of  three  persons  in  each  county  to  .serve 
without  pay  and  to  appoint,  from  a  list  submitted  by  the  commi.ssion, 
local  investigators  at  a  salary  for  each  not  to  exceed  .i;2,()()0  per  annum. 
Provides  that  a  pension  be  granted  only  to  such  api)lieant  as  has 
attained  lhe  age  of  seventy  years,  has  hecn  a  citizen  of  the  I'liited 
States  for  at  least  tifteen  years  before  making  ap])lieation,  resides  in 
the  State  of  California,  and  has  so  resided  continuously  for  at  lea.st 
fifteen  years  immediately  ])receding  the  date  of  ai)plication,  excei)t 
that  periodical  absences  not  exceeding  in  all  three  years  shall  not 
interrupt  the  period  of  continuous  residence,  or  has  so  resided  for  forty 
years,  at  least  five  of  which  have  immediately  preceded  the  application. 
Provides  that  absence  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  California  or  in 
the  Cnited  States  is  excepted.  Provides  that  a  pension  be  given,  only 
to  one  who  is  not  an  inmate  of  any  iirisoii,  jail,  wcu'k  house,  reformatory, 
insane  a.syluiii.  county  or  district  i)oor  house  or  any  other  [)ulilic 
reformatory  or  I'orrectional  institution,  or  to  one  who,  during  the 
period  of  ten  years  immediately  iireceding  api)licatioii,  has  not  been 
in  iu-isoii  for  four  months  or  more  for  any  offense  for  which  he  was 
sentenced  to  ])rison  without  the  oi)tioii  of  a  fine,  or  one  who  for  six 
months  (ir  more  during  the  fifteen  years  preceding  the  date  of  applica- 
tion, if  a  husband,  has  not  deserted  his  wife  or  without  just  cause 
failed  to  support  her  and  their  children;  if  a  wife,  has  not  deserted 
her  husband  or  without  just  cause  failed  to  support  her  children,  or 
to  one  who  has  not  within  one  year  preceding  application,  accepted 
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l)ul)li('  charity  or  hccii  a  professional  trairip  or  hc^uar  or-  to  one  wlio 
has  no  (x'rsoii  res[ionsil)l('  under  the  for  his  supjiort.  Provides 
l)enalti('s  f'oi-  jx-rsons  who  hy  fraudiilenf  or  iinhnvfiil  means  attcinnt 
to  ()l)taiii  or  aid  or  al)et  any  person  to  ol)tain  benefits  of  tlie  ael,  and 
any  jx-nsioner  convicted  of  a  uiisih-nieanor  or  felony  or  otiier  offense 
l)unisliahh'  l)y  inii)i'isi)nnient  for  one  month  or  ion<rei'  sliall  forfi-it 
])ension  payments  durinfr  the  period  of  imprisonment.  Provides 
that  the  State  of  California  is  to  fnrnisii  funds  for  tlie  payment  of 
the  jjensions.  Appropriates  $2.). ()()()  for  expenses  of  the  commission. 
Provides  that  all  exjx'nses  incurred  hy  tlie  county  shall  be  paid  hy  the 
count.w  Provides  that  every  pension  fjranted  shall  be  held  subject  to 
the  provisioiLS  of  an.\-  aniendinu:  or  repealiiifj  act  that  nuiy  hereafter  be 
passed.  Repeals  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  eonfticting;  with  this  act.

A.  B.  11.  EKSWARD. 

New  General  Law.  Provides  for  the  estal)lislunent  of  a  port  dis- 
trict for  development  of  hai-l)or  improvements.  Empowers  the  board 
of  supervisor.s  of  any  county  ni)on  the  petition  of  electors  of  ;i  district 
to  call  an  election  for  the  creation  of  a  port  district.  Provides  for 
a  hearing  l)y  Hie  bofird  of  supervisors  to  determine  tlie  !)oundaries  of 
the  district.  Provides  for  a  port  commission  con.sisting  of  not  less 
than  five  memhcrs  to  be  ai)pointc(l  by  tiic  lioard  of  supervisors. 
Authorizes  the  district  to  im[)rovc  tin'  I'arilitics  of  the  district  and 
to  raise  revenue  by  levy  of  a  ta.x  on  ail  ta.\ai)le  property  witliin  such 
])ort  district;  and  to  borrow  money  and  issue  bonds.  Provides  tliat 
all  material  purcluised  and  work  over  the  estimate  cost  of  !i^5,000  shall 
lie  done  imder  contract.  Requires  the  port  commission  to  adopt  a 
(•ompiciicusivc  scheme  of  hari)or  improvcnu^nt  before  starting  any 
work.  Provides  that  no  improvement  shall  be  made  unless  when  com- 
pleted it  shall  be  tli(^  property  of  such  port  district,  or  the  county,  or 
the  Stale  of  California,  or  the  Ihuted  States.  Authorizes  the  com- 
mission to  borrow  money  or  is.sue  warrants  in  anticipation  of  revenues. 
Provides  for  the  creation  of  a  port  fund  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
county.  Provides  that  the  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal,  amend 
or  modify  any  existing  law  providing  a  method  of  harbor  improvement, 
l)ut  shall  be  an  alternative  method  of  providing  for  such  purpases. 
Provides  that  nothing  in  the  act  shall  limit  the  powers  of  any  county 
or  city,  or  the  officials  thereof.  Declares  any  bonds  issued  by  a  dis- 
trict .shall  be  legal  investment  for  trust  funds  and  funds  of  insurance 
companies,  banks  and  state  funds.  Provides  that  the  district  may 
be  dissolved  upon  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  ([ualified  electors.

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sliall  be  entitled  to  retire,  or  may,  l)y  the  Board  of  Education,  sfhool 
trustees  or  other  school  authority  employing  such  teacher,  be  compelled 
to  retire.  Provides  that  the  teacher  shall  receive  a  retirement 
salary  wiiicli  shall  he  the  same  fraction  of  the  maxinunn  retirement 
salary  of  ifioOO  as  said  teacher's  time  of  service  is  of  thirty  years. 
Provides  that  application  for  such  retirement  salarv  shall  be  made 
within  two  years  of  the  last  month  of  .service.

A.  B.  14.    HARTRANFT.  Deer.  Cen.  L.  No.  39(56. 

Adds  section  22a  to  the  Juvenile  Court  Law.  The  new  section 
provides  tliat  the  board  of  supervisoi-s  of  a  county  may  furnish  school 
facilities  in  a  detention  home.  Provides  that  the  .salary  of  teachers 
employed  be  fixed  by  the  sui)erintendcnt  of  the  schools  of  the  count.v 
and  shall  l)e  payable  from  the  unapportioned  school  fund  of  the  covuitx". 
and  if  no  such  fu)ul,  then  from  the  Drcneral  fund  of  the  county.

A.  B.  15.    HEISINGER  AND  BROWN. 

New  General  Law.  Declares  a  (  ri  tain  State  iii^diway  eoimncncin.; 
at  a  i)()int  in  tiie  south  fork  of  the  San  .Joa(|uin  Hiver  at  Florence  Lake. 
Fresno  County,  and  extending:  to  North  Lake  on  the  north  fork  of 
Bishop  Creek,  Inyo  County,  shall  be  kno\ni  as  the  Piute  Pass  road. 
Appropriates  ii;2r).0()()  and  empowers  the  Depai-tment  of  Enirineer- 
iii^  to  locate,  survey  and  estimate  the  cost  of  construction  of  said 
higlnva.v.

Section  lOS  provides  that  insanity  unist  lie 
incurable,  and  continue  for  a  period  of  five  xcars  after  adjudication 
before  it  is  srround  for  divorce.  But  if  the  insanity  was  caused  by 
any  act  of  party  .seekin<r  i-elief  it  is  not  a  ground,  and  that  the  insane 
spouse  nmst  have  resided  continuousl.v  in  the  state  for  five  years  pre- 
ceding Commoicement  of  the  action  and  the  insanity  must  havp 
arisen  in  this  state.  Provides  that  the  incurability  of  the  insanity 
must  be  testified  to  ])y  three  alienists  and  that  any  ])erson  who  obtains 
a  divorce  on  grounds  of  insanity  is  ineligible  to  be  guardian  of  the 
person  or  estate  of  insane  spouse.  Section  139  is  amended  b,v  provid- 
ing that  where  divorce  is  granted  for  insanity  the  husband  nuist  pro- 
vide for  the  wife  and  children  and  if  the  wife  is  sent  to  an  asylum  thi'

Provides  that  the  Board  of  Prison 
Directors  have  fidl  .iurisdiction  over  the  control  of  convicts  on  such 
roads.  Convicts  may  not  be  employed  at  skilled  labor.  Any  person 
who  interriipts  the  work  or  interfei'cs  with  the  discipline  at  a  road 
camp  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Repeals  the  act  authorizing  the 
use  of  convict  labor  for  road  work,  approved  June  9,  1923. 

Tlie  provision  for  the  use  of  convict  labor  on  county  and  federal 
work  is  of  doubtful  constitutionality.

strychnine;  plasters  composed  of  aconite  or  bella  donna  or  elixir  of 
iroii,  quinine  and  strychnine.  Schedule  B  includes  hydrochloric  or 
muriatic  acid,  nitric  acid,  oxalic  acid,  sulphuric  acid,  bromide, 
chloroform,  cowhage,  creosote,  ether,  solution  of  formaldehyde  or 
formaline,  canlharides,  cocculus,  indicus  and  all  their  preparations; 
iodine  or  its  tincture,  oil  of  peimyroyal,  tartar  emetic  and  other 
])oisonous  derivatives  of  antimony,  sugar  of  lead,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
wood  alcohol,  lysol,  and  compound  solution  of  creosote.

Provides  that  the  certificate  may  i)e 
refused,  revoked,  or  susjiended  by  the  commissioner  after  investifja- 
tion,  if  the  commissioner  deems  the  apjdicant  or  holder  of  such  eer- 
tificale  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  or 
has  made  material  misstatements  in  the  a[)p!ication.  or  has  been  fruilty 
of  fratidulent  j)racticps.  or  is  dishonest,  incompetent  or  mitrusf- 
worthy.

Pro- 
vides that  in  ease  of  the  purchase  of  stock  the  price  paid  nuist  not 
exceed  the  current  market  value  at  the  date  of  the  purchase,  or  in 
case  of  a  loan,  the  ainount  loaned  iinist  not  exceed  eighty-five  per 
cent  of  the  market  value  at  the  date  of  the  loan.

Provides 
further  that  when  any  surety  cmiipany  fails  or  refu.ses  to  |)ay  a  lo^- 
incuncd  by  it  in  this  state  within  si.\ty  days  after  its  liability  shall 
have  been  finally  deterndiu'd.  such  .iudt:ment.  upon  satisfactory  proof 
to  the  State  Ti'easurer.  shall  be  ]>aid  out  of  the  deposits  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  State  Treasurer,  and  the  Insurance  Conunissioner  shall 
revoke  the  authority  of  the  surety  company  to  transact  business  in 
this  state  for  failui'c  to  pay  siu-h  loss  or  .jud^nu'ut.  Permits  the 
deposit  of  a  surety  bond  in  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in 
lien  of  the  security  re<|uired  by  this  sei-tion  of  the  code.

A  in-tition 
may  be  filed  in  behalf  of  such  prospective  nu)ther  in  the  superior  court 
and  the  court  shall  set  a  time  for  the  hearing  of  the  petition.  The  act 
provides  that  the  court  may  enter  an  order  finding  such  facts  to  exist 
and  fix  the  amount  to  be  allowed  and  transmit  notice  of  such  finding 
to  the  State  Board  of  Control.  Such  order  may  recommend  the  agency 
Ihrough  which  the  money  may  be  paid  to  the  mother  or  to  the  child. 
The  act  provides  for  a  review  of  the  order  of  the  court  by  the  Board 
of  Control,  but  apparently  does  not  permit  the  board  to  go  behind  the 
actual  findings  of  the  court.  Any  mother  who  ha-s  been  abandoned 
by  the  father  of  the  child  must  swear  out  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  and 
in  good  faith  lend  assistance  in  the  prosecution  of  the  case  before  she 
will  become  entitled  to  benefits  under  the  act.  Upon  failure  to  render 
such  assistance,  any  allowance  to  her  may  be  stopped.  Where  the  hus- 
band and  father  is  physically  or  mentally  infirm,  and  would  be  a  men- 
ace to  the  mother  or  child,  the  court  is  authorized  to  order  his  removal 
fiom  Ihe  home  and  upon  a  refu.sal  to  do  so  the  court  may  refuse  relief 
or  vacate  any  order  for  relief  to  the  mother.  The  act  authorizes  an 
appropriation  by  the  State  of  $250  for  every  mother  coming  within 
ihe  provisions  of  the  act.  Authorizes  counties,  cities  and  counties, 
cities  and  towns,  to  appropriate  an  equal  amount.  Permits  an 
appeal  from  the  refusal  of  city  authorities  to  allow  relief,  such  ajipeal 
being  made  to  the  Board  of  Control  where  a  petition  foi'  relief  is 
verified  by  five  rei)utal)le  citizens.  The  act  is  made  an  urgency 
measure.

ple(l{red  proi)ei-ty,  or  the  iien  claimant  may  bring  action  to  forecin-'' 
such  lien.    Provides  that  such  lien  shall  lie  prior  and  sujierior  to  all 
other  liens.

Section  .SOfifia  also  provides  that  the  lien  shall  not  continue  for  a 
longer  period  than  ninety  days  unless  action  is  commenced  for  the 
enforcement  thereof.  Tliis  section  fui'ther  provides  that  in  case  of 
an  action  for  the  enforcement  of  such  lien,  the  courts  shall  allow,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  costs,  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  conm  r 
tion  with  the  prejiaring  and  filiuL'^  of  such  lien,  and  shall  authorize 
the  sale  of  so  much  of  the  live  stock  or  poultry  as  shall  be  neces.sary  to 
satisfy  any  jiidiiiiicnt  rendered. 

Section  :{6fi(ii)  provides  that  when  the  I'l^cd  was  furnished  1o  any  one 
in  the  lawful  possession  or  custody  of  sucii  live  stock  or  poultry,  the 
iien  for  siich  feed  shall  l»e  ])rior  and  supi-rior  to  all  other  liens,  and 
shall  continue  for  a  |)eriod  not  to  exceed  180  days.

Section  30(i7  provides  that  any  person  fnrnisliing  seed  for  tlie 
planting  of  crops  to  any  person  lawfully  occupying  or  in  possession  of 
any  premises  shall  liave  a  lien  ui^on  tiie  ci'ops  to  the  value  of  the  s(>ed 
so  furnished,  and  that  such  lien  shall  he  superior  to  all  other  liens  upon 
said  premises. 

Section  3067a  provides  that  any  i)erso)i  (dainiing  the  benefit  of  such 
lien  must  within  ninety  days  after  he  has  ceased  furnishing  such  seed, 
file  a  notice  in  the  office  of  the  county  recoi-der  setting  forth  generally 
the  ."seed  furnished  and  the  value  thereof,  the  pei'son  to  whom  the  same 
is  furnished,  and  a  description  of  tlie  land  for  the-  planting  of  which 
the  .same  was  to  be  used,  and  that  he  claims  a  lien  on  the  same.  The 
section  further  provides  that  the  lien  claimant  may  at  any  time  until 
such  crops  are  threshed  and  delivered.  l)ring  an  action  in  the  proper 
court  for  the  foreclosure  of  such  lien,  and  in  such  action  he  shall  be 
awarded,  in  addition  to  the  value  of  the  seed  furnished,  all  costs 
incurred  by  liim  in  the  jireiiai'ation  and  enforcement  of  said  lien.  The 
new  section  also  provides  that  if  the  crop  is  Inu'vested  before  the 
determination  of  the  action,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  crop,  to  be  fixed 
))y  the  order  of  the  court  in  which  the  action  is  pending,  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  name  of  the  .sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  the  action 
is  jiending,  to  cover  any  judgment  that  may  be  recovered.

The  act  prescribes  the  amount  of  capi- 
tal stock  wliich  such  companies  nnist  have  [)aid  up  before  transacting 
l)usiness,  the  rat(>s  of  the  same  to  be  basecl  on  tlie  percentage  of  the 
amount  f(M-  which  the  company  is  capitalized.  The  act  grants  the 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  the  light  and  powci-  to  supervise, 
examine,  and  license  such  companies  doing  business  in  this  state.  Tiu' 
act  also  grants  to  the  Comndssioner  of  Corpr)i-ations  the  power  to  take 
charge  of  any  company  which  is  in  an  unsafe  condition  or  which  is 
conducting  its  business  in  an  unsafe  manner,  and  to  li(pndate  the 
affairs  of  such  company.  The  act  creates  two  additional  auditors  in 
the  ( 'ori)oi-ation  Department  at  an  aiuuial  salary  of  .+;},000  each,  and 
necessary  ti-aveling  e.x(>enses,  for  the  supervision  of  such  com|)anies. 
An  additional  seci'etary  is  allowed  to  the  Connnissioner  of  Corpoi-ations 
to  assist  in  the  work  in  the  department.

Upon 
a  liearing  of  such  protest  the  Secretary  of  State  may  reject  such  appli- 
eation  or  revoke  any  license  i.ssued  where  violation.s  of  the  law  have 
occurred  in  relation  to  the  larceny  of  ore-s  or  their  products  or  where 
the  licen.sce  receives  the  same  when  stolen.  Revocation  shall  only  be 
granted  on  written  charges  filed  l)y  two  or  more  reputable  persons. 
The  act  provides  a  method  of  appeal  from  any  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  State;  fixes  the  fee  to  lie  paid  to  the  county  clerk  for  filing  certified 
transcript  of  the  proceedings  before  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  act 
provides  that  every  applicant  having  a  license  must  file  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  $3,000  to  indemnify  any  person  aggrieved  by  the  misconduct 
of  the  licensee.  Such  bond  mu.st  be  renewed  annually.  The  act  pro- 
vides that  the  licensee  must  keep  a  record  of  all  his  transactions  and 
permit  an.  inspection  of  his  books.  Provides  the  forfeiture  of  his 
license  for  a  failure  to  keep  .such  record.  Violation  of  the  several 
provisions  of  the  act  is  made  a  misdemeanor  and  puni.shable  by  fine  of 
not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $1,000.  or  by  imprisonment  not  less 
than  30  days  nor  more  than  six  months,  oi-  by  both  such  fine  and 
im])risonnumt.

Any  person  violating  any  of  tlie  jirovisions  of  the  act  shall  be  iruilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $1"  nor 
more  tlian  $100.  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed 
thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

Provides  that  the  State  Registrar  shall  preserve 
such  records  and  upon  application  and  payment  of  the  fees  provided 
for  shall  issue  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  any  divorce  filed  with 
him  as  provided  in  this  section.

county.  In  counties  containing  less  than  five  as.sembly  districts  the 
county  central  committee  shall  consist  of  four  mend)ers,  two  men  and 
two  women,  elected  from  each  supervisorial  district  in  such  county. 
The  amendment  also  provides  lhaf  the  names  of  the  men  and  women 
for  the  county  central  committee  shall  apjx'ar  on  the  ballot  in  separate 
columns.  The  county  central  committee  .shall  select  a  chairuuin  and  a 
vice  chairman,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman. 
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Tlu'  title  a[)peariii<;'  in  section  1  of  tlic  printed  bill  is  defective. 
Corrections  should  also  be  made  in  chanjjing  the  woi'd  has  to  had  iu 
line  ;^7,  ])afie  2,  of  the  printed  bill.

Provides  that  every  common  law  trust 
doing  bu.siness  in  the  state  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  the  oi'iginal  articles  of  association,  trust  deed,  declaration  of 
trust,  agrecMUMit  of  association,  or  other  instrumcnl  or  evidence  of  the 
creation  of  such  trust  and  any  amendments  thereto.  Such  instrument 
shall  specify  the  name  under  which  such  trust  will  transact  business. 
Such  instrument  shall   also  specify  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
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created  or  orfjraiiized,  the  capital  of  tlic  trust,  aiul  the  niiiiiher  of  inter- 
ests, units  or  shares  into  which  it  is  divided,  and  the  par  or  nominal 
value  of  such  inte7-ests.  units,  or  sliares.  A  certified  copy  of  such 
instniiuent  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  in  each  county 
in  which  the  trust  owns  iiolds  title  to  real  property  or  an  estate  or 
interest  therein.  Prescribes  that  the  amount  to  he  paid  for  such 
filing  fee  shall  l)e  in  the  same  amount  as  corporations  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  state,  and  that  a  common  law  trust  excise  tax  shall 
be  assessed  to  the  trust  by  the  State  Hoard  of  Eciualization  and  based 
upon  the  value  oF  its  business  and  riudits  and  privileges,  and  to  be  com- 
puted at  the  franchise  tax  rate  fixed  by  the  Legislature.  The  members 
or  holders  of  interests,  units,  or  shares  in  the  tru.st  shall  be  individually 
and  personally  liable  for  their  proportion  of  the  debts  and  liabiliti'  s 
of  the  trust  contracted  oi-  incurred  during  the  time  they  were  itieni- 
bers  or  holders  of  such  interests,  units,  or  shares.  The  act  requires 
the  officers  of  the  tru.st  to  make  reports  to  the  State  Hoard  of  Kipiali- 
zation,  and  places  the  supervision  of  the  trust  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  (Commissioner  of  Corporations. 

Note. — It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  bill  purjiorts  to  add  a  new  sc - 
tion  to  the  Political  Code.  The  bill  .should  be  amended  to  show  tluit 
a  new  .section  is  really  created.  The  reference  to  sections  2,  3,  4.  5, 
fi.  7,  and  8  should  be  .stricken  from  the  ))ill  and  in  place  of  section  2 
the  figTires  3664f  should  be  inserted.  The  present  section  8  seems 
unnecessary  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  placed  in  the  Political  Code 
rather  than  in  the  General  Laws.

20.  20a.  and  21.  Makes  a  violation  of  the  .same  a  mi.sdenieanor.  Vio- 
lations of  the  provisions  of  the  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  .tlOO  nor  more  than  .^oOO.  or  by  imprisonment  not  less  than 
100  days  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. All  fines  and  forfeitures  imposed  and  collected  shall  be  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  fish  ami  game  preservation 
fund.    The  act  provides  that  the  law  shall  go  into  etfect  July  1,  192").

It  also 
increases  the  salary  of  each  of  the  de[)nties  in  this  class  from  jfil.-lOO  to 
$2,000.  The  amendment  also  increases  the  salary  of  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures  in  San  Dic^o  County  from  $1,500  per  yeai'  to 
$2,400  per  year.  The  amendment  furtiier  provides  that  deputy  sealers 
of  weijihts  and  measures  in  counties  othei'  than  the  first  to  the  thirty- 
fifth  classes,  hoth  inclusive,  shall  be  i>aid  at  the  rate  of  $175  a  month 
foi"  each  montli  actnal]\'  employed,  l)ut  not  to  exceed  120  days  in  any 
one  county  in  any  one  year,  instead  of  th(>  ])r(\sen1  rate  of  $5  per  day 
for  such  period  of  time.

Declares  that  the  certain  highway  in  Santa 
Cruz  County  beginning  at  a  poin*:  on  the  state  highway  at  Boulder 
Creek  and  extending  northerly  and  intersecting  with  the  state  high- 
way in  section  twenty-six,  townshiji  eight  south,  range  three  west, 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  state  highway  system  as  soon  as  such  high- 
way shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Highway  Commission.  The  State 
Highway  Connni.ssion  is  authorized  to  approve  such  highway  as  soon 
as  the  county  of  Santa  Cruz  has  secured  the  right  of  way  along  such 
7-oute  as  the  Highway  Commission  shall  approve,  and  has  constructed 
the  roadbed  of  the  same  to  a  width  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet. 
Provides  that  the  grade  for  such  road  shall  not  exceed  8  per  cent 
at  any  point.

New  General  Law.  Regulates  Hie  iiours  of  ciiii)h)yment  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  and  com|)oundiug  drugs  and 
medicines  at  retail.

store,  dispensnry,  i)haiiiia('y,  laboratory  or  office  for  more  tlian  an 
averafje  of  nine  hours  per  clay  or  for  more  tlian  one  hundred  eiirlit 
hours  in  any  two  eonseeutive  weeks  nor  on  moi'e  than  thirteen  days 
in  two  eonseeutive  weeks.  Provides  that  tlie  jieriod  of  rest  to  he 
taken  by  the  employee  must  l)e  so  apportioned  tiiat  tlie  employee  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  eomjilete  day  of  l  est  duriusr  one  of  such  weeks  and 
to  two  half-day  periods  in  the  other  week.  Any  violation  of  the  act 
is  made  a  niisdenu-anor  and  ]>unishal)le  l»y  a  tine  of  not  less  than 
^20  nor  more  than  ^50  or  by  imprisonment  not  to  exeeed  sixty  days  or 
by  botii  sueh  fine  and  impri.sonmeiit.  Tile  Commissioner  of  tiie  State 
Hureau  of  Labor  Statistics  is  empowered  t(»  enf()ree  tiie  provisions  of 
(lie  act.  Repeals  all  acts  or  |)arts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.

S.  B.  163.  WEST. 

Amends  section  345  of  the  Civil  Code.  The  amendment  would 
permit  the  notice  of  (lclin(|uent  sale  to  be  e.\tended  thirty  days  at  a 
time,  and  also  provides  that  the  notice  of  e.xtension  or  ])ostponenient 
shall  be  published  at  least  once  within  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date 
previously  set  for  such  delinfjucnt  stock  sale.

ness of  sueh  person:  to  any  builder  and  contractor,  one  motor  vehicle 
not  exceeding  two  tons  ea[)acity:  to  every  per.son  engaged  in  con- 
struction and  excavation  work,  one  motor  vehicle  not  exceeding 
twelve  tons  ca^iaeity,  one  cement  mixei'  and  its  ef|uipment,  one  steam 
shovel  and  equipment  Avhich  shall  include  engines,  tools,  and  appa- 
ratus necessary  foi-  the  puipose  for  which  they  are  intended  and 
employed:  to  ever\-  person  engaged  in  farming  and  any  other  branch 
of  agriculture  and  horticultui-e.  one  tractor  and  ef|uiiunent.  and  also 
props,  lumber,  l)oxes  and  containers  that  nuiy  be  used  in  gathering 
and  harvesting  crops:  to  any  merchant.  .*l,00n  at  invoice  value  of  his 
stock  of  merchandise,  together  with  scales,  refrigerators,  cooling 
a|)paratns  and  other  efpii[)nient  used  by  him  in  disi)laying,  selling, 
and  delivering  his  stock  in  the  usual  course  of  trade.  The  new  sec- 
tion provides  that  none  of  the  property  .shall  be  exempt  from  attach- 
ment and  sale  for  the  jiurehase  |)riee  thereof.

The  new  section  fiOla  relates  to  the  interference  witii  and  injury  to 
the  water  supply  of  any  nnnii"ipal  eori)oration  or  any  appurtenances 
of  .such  water  system.  Makes  any  interference  with  or  injury  to  sucli 
water  system  oi'  api)urteiuinees  tliereto  a  felony  and  punishable  by 
iiiiprisoninent  in  the  .stale  prison  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

The  new  section  (iOlb  relates  to  tlie  injury  or  destruction  or  lessen- 
ing of  tlie  water  sujiply  of  a)iy  municipal  cor'poi-ation  other  than  the 
acts  mentioned  in  the  new  se<'tion  601  a,  and  provides  that  any  person 
who  injui'es  or  attempts  to  injure  oi'  conspires  to  injure  any  such 
water  supply  or  lessens  the  water  su|)])ly,  shall  be  uuilty  of  a  felony, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  l)y  imprisonment  in 
tlie  state  prison  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

Tlie  new  section  601c  provides  that  any  person  wlio  wilfully  and 
with  intent  to  injure  or  destroy  the  same,  or  who  wastes  the  water 
or  who  lessens  the  water  supi)ly  of  any  munieipal  corporation  by 
opening  or  otherwise  interfering'  with  any  gate  or  other  controlling 
mechanism  or  ai)])aratus  constituting  a  part  of  such  water  system  or 
its  appurtenances,  .shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  f(n" 
a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

The  new  section  6()ld  provides  that  any  i)ers()n  who  in  any  written 
or  ])rinted  newspaper,  magazine,  periodical,  paper,  letter,  telegram, 
pam])hlet,  circular  or  other  writing,  instigates  or  advocates  the  doing 
of  any  of  tiie  acts  j)roliil)ited  by  sections  (iOla.  (idlb,  and  (iOlc,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  felony.

The  jurisdiction  is  specified  to  be 
in  any  county  (a)  in  which  any  act  is  done  towards  the  commission  of 
the  offense;  (b)  in  which  the  water  supplied  by  any  of  the  Avorks 
enumerated  in  the  new  sections  is  used:  (c)  in  any  county  into,  out 
of,  or  through  which,  such  water  flows  or  would  flow  if  not  diverted 
or  interfered  with.  The  jurisdiction  for  any  violation  of  the  new 
section  601d,  or  any  conspiracy  to  violate  this  section  is  specified  to 
be  (a)  in  any  county  in  Avhich  any  newspaper,  magazine,  periodical, 
])aper,  letter,  telegram,  pamphlet,  circular,  or  other  writing  is  pub- 
lished, written,  or  printed:  or  (b)  into  which  any  copy  thereof  is  sent. 

The  bill  is  made  an  urgency  measure.

belonfi-inp  to  oi'  under  the  control  of  such  county,  city  and  county, 
city,  irrijration  district.  !iiunicii)al  water  district,  public  utility  dis- 
trict or  other  political  sulnlivision  or  district  of  the  state,  anywhere 
in  tbe  State  of  California.  The  act  provides  that  such  persons  as 
State  police  shall  serve  all  process,  writs  or  oiders  issued  by  any  court 
or  iiiaf^istrate  in  any  civil  or  enmiiial  ])roceedin<;s  arisin<;  out  of 
injury  or  damaisre  to  any  works,  stiiictures  or  property,  or  interfer- 
ence with  the  u.se  or  operation  thereof,  or  injury  to  or  interference 
with  persons  eini)loye(l  in  connection  with  such  use  or  operation 
thereof. 

The  act  is  made  an  urgency  measure.

New  General  Law?.  Authorizes  the  Hoard  of  Control  to  sell  or 
lease,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  [)roperty  known  as  Pacific  ('olony.

The  new  section  2'/o  provides  for  the  appointment  of  four  addi- 
tional members  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.

S.  B.  172.  KLINE. 

Appropriates  the  sum  of  .+25,000  for  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  seed  in.speetion  laboratory  in  the  city  of  Lo.s  Angeles. 
To  C'onnnittee  on  Agricnltnre  and  Live  Stock. 

S.  B.  173.  KLINE. 

Appropriates  the  sum  of  .+40,000  to  be. expended  ])y  the  Oolleoe  of 
Agriculture  of  the  University  of  California  for  sununer  session 
courses  in  agriculture  at  the  Riverside  citrus  experimental  station. 

To  Committee  on  Universities  and  Teachers'  Colleges. 

S.  B.  174.  ALLEN. 

Amends  section  3440  of  the  Civil  Code.  The  amendment  eliminates 
the  provisions  which  except  the  transfer  of  wine  in  wineries  or  wine 
cellars  from  the  operation  of  this  section.  The  amendment  provides 
that  any  sale,  transfer,  assignment,  or  mortgage  of  a  garage,  machine 
shop,  or  gasoline  filling  station  of  a  merchant,  otherwise  than  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  trade  and  in  the  legal  and  usual  practice  and 
method  of  business,  will  be  conclusively  presumed  to  be  fraudulent 
and  void  as  against  existing  creditors.

Requires  all  |)ersons 
operating  any  kiiul  of  aircraft  to  obtain  a  license  to  operate  the  same, 
from  the  proper  authorities.  Provides  for  an  examination  of  the 
applicant  on  certain  subjects  mentioned  in  the  act,  and  requires  a 
demonstration  of  the  ability  of  the  applicant  to  operate  aircraft. 
Provides  for  an  annual  license  for  the  operation  of  aircraft.  Pre- 
scribes the  fees  to  be  charged  for  such  registration  and  the  rencAval 
thereof.  The  act  makes  it  unlawful  to  operate  aircraft  at  certain 
specified  altitudes.  Prescribes  the  so-called  "rules  of  the  road"  of 
the  air.  Excepts  from  the  pi'ovisions  of  the  act  all  aircraft  and  pilots 
operating  under  the  authority  of  the  TTnited  States  government.

S.  B.  177.  LYON. 

Adds  section  633e  to  the  Political  Code.  Provides  that  no  insuram  c 
coiu|)aiiy  shall  appoint  more  tlian  I  wo  aiiciits  to  solicit  fire  insurance 
where  such  husiness  is  conducted  in  a  town  or  city  of  less  than  2"). 00(1 
l)Oi)ulation,  nor  more  than  four  such  ajrents  in  any  town  or  city  of 
more  than  25,000  population.  Hach  additional  a?cnt  apjiointed  1)> 
the  insurance  company  shall- pay  an  annual  license  fee  of  .i;500  to  tin- 
Insurance  Commissioner. 

No  automobile  insurance  company  shall  ap|)oint  more  than  twn 
agents  to  solicit  automobile  insurance  in  any  city  or  town  of  less  than 
25,000  poi)idatioTi  or  moi-e  than  four  such  agents  in  any  city  or  town 
of  more  than  25. 000  jiopulation.  Kaeh  additional  agent  appointed  by 
the  insurance  company  shall  pay  an  nniuial  license  fee  of  .^500  to  the 
1  nsui-auce  ( 'ommissioner. 

The  new  section  provides  that  no  license  shall  be  issued  by  tie 
Fusurance  Commissioner  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
The  [lOinUatiou  of  any  city  or  town  for  the  purpose  of  the  new  section 
shall  be  determined  by  the  last  fedei-al  census. 

The  word  "afient"  as  used  in  the  new  section  shall  i)e  deemed  to 
mean  and  iiielude  any  jierson,  firm  or  corporation  appointed  by  an\ 
comiiany  to  rei)resent  it  in  solicitiut;  ai)i)lic;itions  for  fire  or  autoiii" 
bile  insurance  or  in  etfectinsr  such  insui-ance.

S.  B.  178.    A.  BURLINGAME  JOHNSON  AND  SWING. 

New  General  Law.  To  he  known  as  the  ' "  .Mel ropolitan  Water  Dis- 
trict Act.  "  Provides  that  such  water  distr-icts  nniy  be  eom]iosetI  of 
the  teri-itoi'y  included  within  the  corj)orate  boundarifs  of  any  two  or 
more  miniicipalities.  Such  districts  may  be  foriiu'd  by  the  Icfjislative  body 
of  any  nnmicipalit.v.  Such  les^islative  body  shall  adopt  a  resolution 
(leclariuf;  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  recpiire  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  metropolitan  water  district.  The  ordinance  shall  in  greneral 
terms  state  the  object  and  luirpose  thereof;  the  names  of  the  cities  pro- 
po.sed  to  be  included  within  the  district;  the  name  of  the  proposed  dis- 
trict, and  an  estimate  of  the  preliminary  cost  and  exi)ense  of  incorporat- 
ing and  oriranizing  the  propo.sed  district,  and  the  apportionment  of  such 
cost  and  exi)ense  among  the  several  municipalities  proposed  to  he 
included  within  the  di.striet.  A  cop.y  of  such  ordinance  .shall  he  sent  li> 
the  clerk  of  the  legi.slative  body  initiating  the  movement  for  the  district 
to  the  legislative  body  of  all  other  nuinici|)alities  witiiin  the  proposed 
district.  Such  ordinance  shall  he  approved  or  rejected  as  a  whole  hy 
the  legislative  body  of  the  other  nninicipalities  in  the  district.  Notice 
of  election  shall  be  published  or  posted.  I'ublication  shall  be  made  in 
a  daily  newspaper  published  in  such  municipality  for  five  sneeossive

(lays,  or  if  the  notice  is  piililished  in  other  tliaii  a  daily  newspaper,  such 
notice  sliall  appeal'  in  tiiree  eonseciitive  is.sue.s  thereof.  The  notice 
shall  he  posted  in  three  conspicnons  {)laces  in  the  district.  The  act  pre- 
scribes tiie  form  of  ballot  to  l)e  used  in  the  election,  a)id  foi-  the 
l  ativassing  of  the  vote  on  the  proposition. 

Section  5  prescribes  the  jiowers  of  the  district  and  provides  that 
the  powers,  privileges,  and  duties  of  the  district  shall  he  exercised  by 
and  throui>h  a  l)()ard  of  directors,  and  specifies  the  manner  in  which 
the  directors  shall  be  chosen  and  the  nuiiibei'  thereof.  The  act  pre- 
scribes the  [)owers  and  duties  of  the  hoard  of  directors. 

►Section  7  of  the  act  prescribes  a  method  for  the  creation  of  a 
bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  of  the  district.  Provides  that 
the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  on  the  iiulebtedness  shall  not  exceed 
six  per  cent  per  annum.  This  section  also  prescribes  the  method  of 
notice  to  be  given  of  such  election  for  the  incurring  of  such  ])onded 
indebtedness. 

Section  9  prescribes  the  method  aiul  i)roceduro  by  which  territory 
may  be  aTinexed  to  the  district. 

S(M'tion  10  prescribes  the  method  and  proccdui'e  for  -withdrawing 
from  the  district. 

Section  11  provides  that  no  director  or  other  officer  of  the  district 
shall  in  any  mannci'  be  interested  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  contract 
awarded  or  to  be  awarded  by  the  board  of  directors.  Any  violation  of 
this  provision  by  such  officer-  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  such  offender  shall  he  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonuuMit  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding 
six  umnths,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  impi-isonment.  .  . 

Section  12  provides  that  every  incumbent  of  any  office  of  the 
inunici]ial  water  district  shall  be  subject  to  I'c^'all  by  the  votei's  of  such 
ininiieipal  "\itility  district." 

Note. — Should  the  word  "utilit\  "  in  ]me  47,  ])age  15,  of  the  printed 
hill  be  "water"? 

To  ('ommittee  on  Municipal  Corj^orations. 

S.  B,  179.  TAYLOR. 

Amends  section  1610  of  the  Political  Code.  The  amendment  to  the 
section  would  permit  children  fi'om  other  districts  to  attend  the 
schools  of  the  districts  only  upon  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  the 
district  in  which  such  children  reside;  provides,  that  the  trustees  of 
the  district  in  which  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  children  reside 
desire  them  to  attend  in  such  other  districts.  The  amendment  to  the 
section  further  authorizes  boards  of  school  ti'ustees  and  city  boards 
of  education  to  eslablisii  ami  nuiintain  school  lunch  rooms  where  tlici 
pupils  and  teachers  ma.y  i)rocur(^  luiu-li  at  actual  cost.  The  fnu<ls  for 
such  meals  would  be  available  from  any  school  funds  and  1o  he 
refuiuled  when  the  lunch  room  ceases  to  operate. 

Note. — The  wording  of  subdivision  fiuir  is  rather  ambiguous  and 
should  be  amended.

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S.  B.  180.  CROWLEY. 

New  General  Law.  Tlic  act  provides  for  the  (■stalilisliiiient  of  an 
institution  lor  the  rcliahilitat ion  of  naicotic  users.  Provides  fof  two 
Iwanclu's,  one  to  lie  located  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  and  one  in 
the  .southern  part  of  the  state.  The  in.stitutions  shall  he  under  the  eon- 
trol  of  a  hoard  of  tru.stees,  to  he  api)ointed  hy  the  (iovernor  from  cer- 
tain state  hoards.  The  act  prescribes  the  duties  of  the  trustees. 
Provides  for  the  ai)pointnien1  of  a  superintendent  for  each  hranch 
of  the  institution,  a!id  prescribes  the  (|ualifications,  powers,  and 
duties  of  such  sui)erintendent.  Provides  that  the  compensation  of 
the  .superintendent  shall  he  fi.\ed  hy  the  hoard  of  trustees  and  the 
superintendent  shall  H.\  the  salary  and  compensation  of  other  otficers 
and  eni|)loyees,  suhjeet  to  the  apjiroval  of  the  hoard  of  trustees. 
Provides  for  a  hearintr  and  examination  of  a  [)erson  charfjed  with 
i)einfi  a  drn^r  addict,  and  the  commitment  of  such  person  to  the  insti- 
tution. Provides  for  the  parole  and  discharfre  of  such  rehabilitated 
narcotic  iisers. 

Xo  person  shall  lie  committed  or  admitted  to  the  institution  as  a 
voluntary  patient  who  has  not  l)een  a  resident  of  the  state  for  a  ])erioil 
of  two  years  ne.xt  precediiit,'  his  admission  to  the  institution.  Tin 
act  also  provides  that  every  county  or  city  and  county  shall  pay  to 
the  State  Treasurer  the  .sum  of  per  month  tor  each  jierson  so  com- 
mitted to  the  institution.  The  act  also  provides  that  no  j)erson, 
not  autliorized  hy  law,  shall  hriufr  any  narcotics  or  intoxicating  licpior 
upon  the  frrounds  of  the  institution,  and  makes  a  \iolation  of  this 
provision  of  the  act  a  mi.sdemeanor.  Appropriates  the  sum  of 
.'i2( )().<!()()  for  the  purpo.se  of  the  act.

S.  B.  181.  INMAN. 

Amends  section  103  of  the  C.  C.  P. 

SKELETON  BILL. 

To  Committee  on  -I luliriary. 

S.  B.  182.  BREED. 

The  amendment  to  section  1,  Statutes  1923,  chapter  448,  adds  the 
eni^ineer  of  any  lioard  or  commission  of  the  state  and  the  engineer  of 
anj'  hoard  or  commission  of  any  city  or  city  and  county,  to  the  list  of 
officials  who  must  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  cost  of  work.  The 
amendment  excepts  from  the  list  to  he  kept,  maintenance  work,  work 
occasioned  hy  extraordinary  emertrency,  and  work  costiiifr  less  than 
$1,000.  The  amendment  ftirther  provides  that  the  estimate  of  eo.st 
^liall  l)e  filed  within  sixty  days  from  tlie  completion  of  such  work,  and 
that  tiu'  certificate  must  show  the  i)riccs  liid  if  there  were  any  bids 
Uiade. 

The  new  section  -l  makes  every  judilic  officer  or  public  employee 
who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  fjuilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

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S.  B.  183.  BREED. 

New  General  Law.    Provides  tliat  no  work  sliall  hi'  doiio 

wliicli  sliiill  exceed  ii  ciisl  of  .j;l,(M)0  witliout  Hrsl  having  prepared  i)laiis 
ciiul  speeifical ions  and  estimates  of  ccst  and  advertising  for  bids  for 
sucli  work,  exeejjt  sneli  work  as  is  now  authorized  by  law  to  be  done 
by  convict  or  j)rison  labor  or  as  inaintenanee  work  or  work  occasioned 
jiy  extraordinary  emergency. 

To  Committee  on  County  CJovernment. 

S.  B.  184.    BREED.  Deer.  Gen.  L.  No.  6393. 

Amends  sections  7,  10,  11,  14,  15  and  20  of  the  Municipal  Utility 
Act  of  1921.  Tlie  amendment  to  section  7  provides  that  ail  elections 
shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  general  election 
laws  as  near  as  may  be  applicable.  Provides  that  notice  of  election 
shall  be  given  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published 
and  circulated  in  the  district,  and  that  nominations  may  be  made  by 
petition  of  nO  or  more  electors  of  the  ward  in  which  the  candidate 
resides.  The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  directors  shall  liold 
otifice  nntil  their  snccessors  are  eli'cted  and  (|iialified. 

The  amendment  to  section  10  provides  that  the  acts  of  the  l)oard 
of  directors  siiali  he  expressed  by  motion,  resoluti(m  or  ordinance; 
Tiiat  no  ordinance,  shall  he  passed  hy  the  hoard  on  the  date  of  its  inti'o- 
duction  nor  within  tiiree  days  thereafter,  nor  at  any  time  other  than  a 
regular  or  adjourned  regular  meeting.  No  ordinance,  resolution  or 
motion  shall  be  valid  oi'  effective  unless  passed  by  the  vote  of  at  least 
three  directors.  All  ordiiuuices  shall  be  published  for  at  least  one 
week  in  sonu>  newspaper  of  general  circulation  [irinted,  [)uhlished  and 
circulated  in  .such  district.  The  amendment  provides  that  the  board 
of  directors  shall  fill  all  vacancies  on  the  board,  and  provides  that 
the  persoTi  appointed  to  fill  any  vacancy  shall  hold  office  for  the 
remainder  of  tlie  unexpired  term  of  his  predeces.sor.  The  amendment 
eliminates  tbe  reiiuirement  that  no  ordinance  pa.ssed  by  the  board 
shall  take  effect  within  le.ss  than  thirty  days  after  its  pa.ssage.  and  the 
provision  recpiiring  the  j>ublication  of  the  same,  together  with  the 
names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  ordinance. 

The  amendment  to  section  11  would  permit  the  board,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  appoint  a  secretary  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as 
the  board  may  deem  necesary,  and  to  fix  their  compensation.  The 
amendment  would  also  permit  the  consolidation  of  any  offices  in 
one  and  the  same  person. 

The  amendment  to  section  14  provides  that  the  secretary  shall  have 
charge  of  the  office  of  the  di.strict  and  of  all  clerks,  stenographers  and 
employees  connected  with  ttie  office,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
recor(ls  and  office  projx-rty,  and  that  he  shall  attend  each  meeting  of 
the  hoard  of  directors  and  he  ex  officio  clerk  of  the  board.  The  amend- 
ment also  eliminates  the  ref|uii-ement  that  the  accountant  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  require. 

The  amendment  to  section  15  completely  changes  the  method  of 
ac(|niring.  constructiiig  or  completing  the  work  of  the  district  and 
incurring  bond  issues.    The  amendment  provides  that  any  district 
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may  incur  a  lioiidcd  indrlitcdiu'ss  to  pay  tlic  cost  of  aci|nirin<r.  con- 
structing or  completing  tlic  wliolc  or  any  portion  of  any  utility 
referred  to  in  tlie  act,  or  for  worlds,  lands,  structures,  rights  or  other 
property  necessary  nr  convenient  to  carr\'  out  the  oh.jecls,  purposes 
and  ])o\vers  of  such  tlistrict.  The  hoard  may  suhniit  to  the  ipialitied 
electors  of  such  district  a  i)roi)osition  or  j)roi)iisitions  for  incurring 
honded  indebtedness  for  the  acciuiring  of  such  works.  The  ordinance 
'•ailing  such  election  shall  recite  the  object  and  pur|)ose  for  which 
the  indebtedness  is  proposed  to  be  incurred,  together  with  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  such  utility,  works,  lands,  structures,  rights  or  other 
property  proposed  to  be  ac(|uired.  constructed  or  completed,  the 
amount  of  the  principal  of  the  indebtedness,  together  with  the  rate  of 
interest  to  be  paid.  The  act  provides  that  the  rate  of  interest  shall 
not  exceed  4|  per  cent  per  annum:  the  i-ate  of  interest  need  not  be 
recited  in  the  ordinance  but  the  board  of  directors  in  their  discretion 
may  recite  in  such  ordinance  a  maximum  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid 
upon  said  indebtedness,  not  exceeding,  however,  a  rate  of  6  per  cent 
per  annum,  payable  semiannually,  and  the  rate  when  so  recited  shall 
not  be  exceeded  in  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  such  indebtedne>«.  The 
ordinance  shall  be  published  once  a  day  for  at  least  seven  days  in  a

A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  voters  voting  at  such 
election  shall  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds,  and 
upon  a  failure  to  receive  such  recpiisite  number  of  votes  the  board 
of  directors  shall  have  no  authority  within  six  months  to  call  another 
election  for  incurring  any  indebtedness  for  the  |)urposes  voted  \\\yni\ 
at  such  election  unless  a  petition  signed  by  1.")  j)er  cent  of  the  ipialifieil 
electors  of  such  district  be  submitted  at  an  election  f(U-  that  purpose. 
The  act  provides  tluit  the  bonds  shall  not  run  for  a  longer  period 
than  ')()  years  from  their  d;ite.  and  that  i)ayment  of  said  bonds  shall 
begin  not  later  than  ten  years  from  the  date  thereof.  The  act  pre- 
scribes the  denomination  of  the  bonds,  aiul  specifies  the  officers  who 
must  sign  the  same.  The  amendment  provides  that  no  utility  dis- 
trict shall  incui'  an  indebtedness  which  in  the  agirregate  exceeds  20 
per  cent  of  the  a.sses.sed  value  of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  the 
district,  and  provides  that  any  indebtedness  which  has  been  incurred 
in  constructing  and  operating  public  utilities  where  the  revenue- 
from  such  utilities  for  three  yeai-s  oi-  more  next  preceding  have  been 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  princi])al  due  on  any  bonds  .shall  not 
be  counted  aiKl  included  in  ascertaininu'  the  limit  of  indebtedness.  It 
provides  for  a  general  tax  levy  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  jirin- 
cipal  and  interest  on  said  bonds.  The  ameiulment  further  provides 
that  the  directors  of  any  district  may.  when  they,  in  their  opinion, 
deem  the  exi)enditure  of  money  i-aised  by  the  sale  of  bonds  foi-  any 
purpose  to  be  impi-acticable  or  unwise,  call  an  election  to  obtain  consent 
of  the  electors  to  use  the  money  for  .some  other  specified  district  pur- 
po.se.  The  ordinance  shall  recite  the  new  object  or  purpose  for  wliii-h 
the  money  is  pi'oposed  to  l)e  expended,  and  shall  fix  the  date  on  which 
said  election  shall  be  held.  The  .same  i)id)lication  is  rcfpiired  as  when 
.111  indelitedness  is  incuri'ed. 
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The  aineiuliMent  to  section  20  eonipletcly  changes  tlie  present  sec- 
tion. It  provides  that  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  l)oavd  of  directors 
the  revennes  will  not  he  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  or  interest  on 
any  honded  indebtedness  as  it  becomes  due,  or  to  carry  out  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  the  district,  the  board  shall  levy  a  tax  for  such  pur- 
l)()se  or  ])urposes  and  fix  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised 
therefor  by  taxation.  The  amendment  provides  that  the  board  of 
directors  may  by  ordinance  provide  for  the  assessment,  levy  and 
I'ollection  of  taxes;  also  the  sale  of  property  to  the  district  for  delin- 
cpient  taxes.  The  amendment  provides  that  the  board  of  directors 
may  elect  to  avail  itself  of  the  assessment  or  assessments  made  by 
the  assessor  or  assessors  of  county  or  counties  in  which  the  district 
is  situated,  and  to  have  its  taxes  collected  by  the  county  officials  of 
such  county  or  counties.  The  board  of  directors  nuist  file  a  Certified 
copy  of  the  ordinance  wilh  the  auditor  or  auditors  of  the  county  or 
counties  in  which  the  district  is  situated  on  or  Ix'fore  the  first  day  of 
.March.  The  amendnu'ut  authorizes  the  boai'd  of  directors  on  or 
before  the  first  week  in  Septendjcr  to  fix  the  rates  of  taxes  to  be 
assessed  and  collected  by  the  county  officials.

Authorizes 
an  action  in  the  superior  coiu't  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  determine  the  legality  of  the  existence  of  the  district.

In  case  of  violation  of  su  h  probation  the  time  served  under  the  order 
of  the  court  or  sum  earned  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  [u  the 
fixing  of  sentence,  jind  a  credit  should  be  allowed  to  the  defendant  on 
his  sentence.   Authorizes  the  taking  of  finjrer  ])rints  of  the  defendant.

Permits  application  for  probation  and  change  of 
j)lea  to  be  made  personally  or  by  attorney  anthorized  in  writing.

No  bills  or  claims  against  said  funds  shall  l)e  valid  unless 
approved  by  the  board  of  supervisors.

time  to  time  adopt. 

The  amendent  to  section  16  provides  that  where  water  is  to  be 
stored  underground  tlie  petition  or  a|)i)lication  need  not  specify  th(^ 
height  of  the  dam  and  the  capacity  of  the  reservoir.  The  amendment 
also  provides  that  the  commission  shall  issue  a  notice  of  the  filing  of 
any  api)lication  for  appropriation  of  water,  and  such  notice  shall  be 
in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board.  The  applicant  or 
petitioner  shall  cau.se  the  notice  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  having 
a  general  circulation  and  published  within  the  county  where  the  point 
of  diversion  is  located.  Such  pulilication  shall  be  made  at  least  once  a 
week  for  four  consecutive  weeks.  Such  publication  need  not  be  made 
if  tlie  application  is  for  three  cubic  feet  per  second  or  less  or  for  200 
acre-feet  for  storage,  but  notice  of  such  application  shall  be  given  by 
posting  and  mailing  notices  of  such  application,  by  the  Water  Com- 
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MiissioM.  to  UiKiwii  piirtii's  who  iiiav  lu'  iiiti-ivstt'il,  iiiul  tlii'  Imaril  sluill 
mail  noticfs  to  postiiiiistcis  in  sncli  district,  to  bo  posted  in  tlioir  otliccs. 
Tho  applicant  or  iM'tifionci-  sliall  post  notice  at  tlio  proposctl  iioint  i>f 
(livorsion  and  in  at  least  one  eonspicnous  i)lace  in  tlie  locality  to  lie 
affected  hy  the  |)roposed  appropriation.  The  aniendnient  provides  tor 
the  tiling  of  a  protest  to  such  ani>licatioM  and  a  hearing  of  the  same  iiy 
the  Water  Coininission.  and  prescribes  the  form  of  protest  and  speci- 
fies the  time  within  which  notices  of  such  protest  must  he  given  to  the 
applicant  or  petitioner.  The  aiuendnuMit  further  provides  a  nu>thod 
of  procedure  for  the  change  of  a  point  of  diversion  or  place  of  use 
from  that  specified  in  the  original  application,  and  provides  for  pro- 
test against  such  j)ropo.sed  change  ami  the  hearing  of  the  .same  hy 
the  commission. 

The  amendment  to  section  17  eliminates  the  retpiirement  that  the 
applicant  nuist  tile  a  true  copy  of  sm-h  approval  in  the  office  of  the

The  act  makes  it  unlawful  for  the  bondmen,  their  agents 
or  employees,  to  give  direction  in  the  defense  or  disposition  of  the 
case.  The  act  defines  professional  bondsmen  and  provides  that  when- 
ever a  ])i'ofessional  bondsman  surrenders  a  defendant,  such  professional 
bondsman  nuist  return  to  the  principal  in  the  bond  the  sum  paid  to  the 
professional  bondsman  for  signing  the  bond  as  surety.  Makes  a  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  act  a  misdemeanor,  and  puni.sbable  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  ^M)  or  by  impri.sonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  ami  imprisonment.

in  exchange  for  water  or  water  right  or  water  supply  to  be  delivered 
iiv  transferred  to  said  irrigation  district  by  any  other  party  to  an 
iigreement  vvitli  tlie  district.

applicaticm  to  the  Fi.sh  and  Game  Commission.  The  commission  .shall 
fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing  the  application.    The  board  may, 
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after  lieariiiK  cvideiice,  wiicn  it  appears  that  tiiere  is  no  market  for  the 
fish  referred  to  in  the  applieatioii  and  that  the  takintr  or  usin^  thereof 
in  a  reduction  plant  or  in  tlie  niannfactnre  of  fish  oil  or  ti.sh  meal  or 
otlier  hy-products  will  not  deplete  the  spec-ies  of  fish,  make  an  order 
Ijranting  tlie  applieatioii.  bnt  sneh  order  shall  not  atleet  more  than 
fO  per  cent  of  the  whole  fish  received  dnrinfr  any  one  calendar  week 
by  any  canninfar,  packing  or  preserving  plant  while  actually  engaged 
in  canning,  jiacking  or  preserving  fish  for  human  consumption.  Any 
order  granted  by  the  board  shall  not  continue  for  a  longer  period  than 
the  seasonal  run  of  the  kind  or  species  of  fish  nuMitioned  in  the  order. 
The  ameiuhnent  further  provides  that  no  person,  firm  or  corporation 
enjraged  in  tlie  canning,  packing  or  pi-eserving  of  fish  for  human  con- 
sumption siiall  receive  or  accept  more  fish  than  such  canning,  packing 
and  i^reserving  plant  is  able  to  can.  ])ack  or  preserve  for  human  con- 
sumption at  the  time  and  with  the  e(|uipment  actually  in  o[)eration  at 
the  time  such  fish  are  received.  The  amendment  furtlier  provides  that 
until  September  1,  19.S1,  sardines  may  be  taken  in  fish  and  game  dis- 
tricts 3,  15,  16  and  17.  and  ivsed  for  reduction  purposes  between  the 
1st  day  of  October  and  the  31.st  day  of  January  of  the  year  following, 
both  dates  inclusive,  and  the  amendment  further  provides  that  nntil 
September  1,  1931.  sardines  may  be  taken  in  fish  and  game  districts  4. 
19  and  2]  for  reduction  purposes  between  T)ecenil)er  1  and  the  31st 
day  of  March  of  the  year  following,  both  dates  inclusive. 

The  amendment  to  section  '5  practically  amends  the  entire  present 
section  6.  The  amendment  provides  that  a  complaint  ma.y  be  filed 
with  the  FLsh  and  (Jaine  Commission  for  any  violation  of  this  act.  A 
copy  shall  be  .served  upon  the  jjei-son.  firm  or  corporation  charged 
with  violation  of  the  act.  The  notice  must  specify  the  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  and  mu.st  be  served  not  less  than  five  da.vs  before  the 
date  of  the  hearing.  The  amendment  prescribes  the  [u-ocedure  before 
such  commission  or  any  of  its  employees.  The  anundment  author-

of  the  county:  or  from  the  j^eneral  fund  of  the  county  or  the  freneral 
road  fund  of  the  county  or  from  the  road  district  fund  in  which  the 
improvements  shall  he  constructed.  The  act  provides  that  the  hoard 
may  assess  the  lands  within  a  municipality  for  such  work,  where  such 
iitiiHoxcment  forms  the  exterior  houndary  of  such  nuinieipality.

l")?:}  of  the  Civil  Code.  The  amendment  defines  the  word  "unihi- 
write"  to  include  everv  contract,  either  verbal  or  written,  by  which 
a  ]»er.'-()n  or  coin[)any  obligates  himself  or  itself  for  certain  conipensii- 
lion  to  take  a  certain  aiiMunt  of  stipulated  .securities  at  a  certain 
price,  or  a  portion  thereof  at  a  stipulated  |)rice,  that  the  f)ublic  doc^ 
not  subscribe  for  or  take  all  such  securities,  and  al.so  cvi-ry  coidract 
by  which  a  color  of  title  is  conveyed  to  a  person  or  company  of 
cci-fain  securities  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  resale  in  this  state. 

The  new  section  'Ja  provides  that  no  brokers  shall  sell,  offer  for  .sale,  * 
iictrotiate  for  the  sale  of,  take  subscriptions  for  or  promote,  by  adxcr- 
(isiiiir,  circular  or  any  cithir  form  of  public  oi'  trencral  offering,  any 
security  owned  or  underwritten  by  it  until  such  bi-oker  sliall  have 
ii|-st  apjilied  for  and  secured  Iroiii  the  commissi mer  a  permit  author- 
izing it  so  to  do.  The  new  section  provides  for  (iling  a  verified  appli- 
cation with  the  Commissioner  (d"  CorpoiMt ions  and  for  the  submission  of 
certain  data  and  inforiiiiition  to  the  coiiiiiiissioner. 
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The  aiiiendinoit  to  .section  -1  provides  for  an  cxauiinatioii  by  the 
i-oniniissioner  of  any  (■oini)any  or  broker  in  applying;-  for  sale  or  issuance 
of  sei-urities,  anti  provides  tliat  tlie  riglit  or  power  of  a  broker  to  sell 
or  issue  seeurities  owned  (jr  uiulei-written  Ity  such  broker  is  a  special 
i)nvilege  and  that  the  ri^iht  of  supervision,  regulation,  restriction 
and  control  shall  continue  to  be  vested  in  the  state.  Tlie  amendment 
also  provides  that  no  temporary  susjjension  shall  remain  etfective .for 
a  period  lonficr  than  thirty  days  fi-om  the  date  of  the  order  sifj:ned  by 
the  commi.ssioner. 

The  amendment  to  section  5  provides  for  suspension  of  a  jiermit. 

The  amendment  to  section  6  permits  an  independent  investigation 
by  the  commisionei-.  Also  authorizes  tem[)orary  suspension  of  any 
brokers'  or  agents"  cei-tificates.  Provides  that  lio  temporary  suspen- 
sion shall  remain  elfeetive  for  a  period  greater  than  thirty  days  from 
tlie  date  of  the  order  signed  by  the  commi.ssioner.

The  anuMidment  to  section  11  eliminates  the  reference  to  the  lime 
in  which  an  appeal  must  be  taken  from  an  (U'der  of  the  commissionei- 
i.nd  the  fees  attached  thereto. 

The  amendment  to  .secti  m  Iti  provides  that  the  commi.ssioner  may 
employ  counsel  when  in  liis  discretion  he  shall  deem  the  same  advisable. 
a!id  such  counsel,  when  s,)  employed,  shall  liave  the  same  autiiority  to 
i-ei)re.scnt  the  commisf-ii^ner  as  the  Att(n-ney  (Jeneral.  The  anu'iidnient 
Turther  provides  that  ncilliei-  the  Attorney  Uenei'al  nor  any  of  his 
a.ssistants  or  deputies  shall  be  interested  in  any  com[)any  or  bi'oker 
^vhich  shall  have  ai)plied  foi'  or  secured  a  pei-mit  to  .sell  .securities. 

The  anuMidment  to  section  IS  strikes  out  tlip  word  "actual"  before 
"fraud"  in  line  2;").  page  f)  of  the  |)rintcd  bill. 

The  amendment  to  section  20  provides  that  the  i)er  diem  fees  col- 
lected for  any  examination,  order  or  investigation  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  separate  fund,  exclusive  of  the  corporation  connnissioiu'r  fund, 
and  may  be  paid  direct  to  such  deputy,  auditoi-  or  other  employee.  The 
amendment  also  provides  that  all  fees  charged  and  collected  undei- 
paragraph  r,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purpo.se  of  emjjloying 
such  extra  deputies,  auditors  and  other  emplo.vees  as  the  connnissioner 
shall,  in  his  (liscretion.  deem  advisabh\

Repeals  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  or  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  the  act.

The  auKnidnicnt  to  section  2  provides  that  the  school  shall  be  under 
the  administration  of  the  Department  of  Education. 

The  ameiulment  to  section  ;{  specifies  tiiat  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  I)ei)artment  of  Education  with  respect  to  the  school  shall  be  thr 
sanu'  as  the  ])0wers  ami  duties  (»f  the  department  respectiu}?  stair 
Teachers'  coliewes. 

The  amendment  to  section  4  specifies  the  (|ualifieations  of  pupils  ;it 
such  school  and  provides  for  a  fee  for  nonresidents.

S.  B.  299.  HOLLISTER. 

New  General  Law.  Prohibits  every  person  liuilding  camp  fires 
iietwcen  .May  l.")th  and  Oetobei-  ;nst  on  pro|icrt\  which  is  not  his  own, 
without  first  securinsr  a  permit  therefor.  Provides  for  the  issuance  of 
camp  fire  permits  aud  fixes  the  fee  therefor.  Defines  the  term  "camp 
fire"  aiul  provides  that  all  money  received  from  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  such  pernuts  shall  he  deposited  in  the  State  I'.oard  id'  Kot-esti-y  forest 
protection  fund.  Makes  violation  of  the  same  a  mi.sdcmeanor  and  piin- 
ishahlc  by  a  fine  not  m<u-e  than  .+  100  or  imprisonnxMit  in  the  county 
.jail  foi-  a  term  of  not  more  than  tlurty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imi)risonuient.  Makes  the  saiiu'  an  ur<rency  nu-asure  and  repeals  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  lierewitli. 

To  C(;nmiittee  on  Conservation. 
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S.  B.  300.  INGRAM. 

Amends  section  439  of  the  Political  Code.  The  aiiK  ndiiient  creates 
thr  |)(isiti(in  (if  (li'puty  coiitrollci-  ;it  an  aJimial  salary  of  ()()()  and 
eliminates  tlic  oihcc  of  warrant  registrar. 

Note — Line  T)  of  tlic  pi-inted  bill,  tlic  word  "annual"  is  misspelled. 

To  Coininitlcc  on  (iovcrniTiental  Efficiency. 

S.  B.  301.  CHRISTIAN. 

Amends  section  3773  of  the  Political  Code.  The  amendment  would 
authorize  the  Controller  to  rent  property  which  has  been  sold  to  the 
state  t'oi'  delinrpient  taxes. 

Note — Line  2-i,  page  1,  of  the  printed  bill,  the  word  "constructed" 
sliould  be  "constructive."

S.  B.  302.    CREIGHTON.  Deer.  Gen.  L.  No.  9126. 

Amends  the  Water  Storage  District  Act  of  1921.  The  amendment 
to  section  5  eliminates  the  provision  that  the  State  Engineer  may 
rc(iuire  the  expenses  of  the  survey  to  be  paid  ])y  the  ])roponent.s  of 
such  district,  and  also  eliminates  the  provision  that  the  warrants  for 
such  e.\[ienses  shall  be  ili'awu  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  district 
upon  the  fuiuls  of  the  district. 

The  amendments  to  sections  8,  10,  11,  12,  and  44  eliminate  the  pro- 
visions for  the  election  of  a  treasurer. 

The  amendments  to  sections  13  and  47  provide  that  the  board  shall 
appoint  a  treasurer  who  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 
Amendmeiit  to  section  13  also  provides  for  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  any  treasurer  elected  under  the  ])rovisions  of  the  original  act,  and 
provides  that  a  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  board  for  the  unexpired 
term.  Amendement  to  section  1.3  also  eliminates  reference  to  salary 
of  the  secretary. 

The  amendment  to  section  16  provides  that  the  board  of  directors 
shall  at  its  first  regulai-  meeting,  or  within  90  day.s  thereafter,  levy  an 
assessment  of  an  eipial  amount  upon  each  acre  of  land  in  the  district 
sufficient  to  pay  all  warrants  issued  by  the  State  Engineer  and  to 
defray  other  expenses  incurred  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  district : 
provided  that  the  total  of  such  assessments,  exclusive  of  the  amount, 
assessed  for  the  purpose  of  paying  warrants  of  the  State  Engineer, 
shall  not  exceed  50  cents  per  acre.  The  amendment  also  provides  for 
an  additional  a.sse.ssineut  where  the  funds  are  insufficient  to  meet  all 
the  expen.ses  of  the  disti'ict.  Provides  for  the  adoi)tion  of  a  resolution 
of  intention  to  levy  the  assessment  and  for  a  hearing  on  such  resolu- 
tion before  the  board.  The  amendment  makes  the  assessment  levied 
under  this  section  a  lien  upon  the  i)roi)erty  superior  to  ;dl  other  liens 
exc(>pt  state,  county  oi-  nninici])a]  taxes. 

The  amendment  to  section  17  would  permit  the  board  of  directors 
at  their  option  to  segregate  aiul  divide  the  plans,  specifications  and 
estimates  and  cost  into  one  or  moi'c  units  of  consti'uction,  and  may 
provide  that  one  or  more  individual  units  of  construction  shall  not 
be  entered  upon  immediately,  and  construction  shall  be  authorized 
and  undertaken  in  such  order  and  at  such  future  time  as  the  boai-d  of 
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directoi-s  shall  tlicrcal'tcr  dt'tfrininc.  The  aiiieiidiiiciit  also  permits 
Ihi'  boai'd  )()  spcfMfy  in  its  report  the  particular  unit  or  units  wiiirl, 
shall  he  iiiuni'diatcly  constructed,  and  the  particular  unit  or  units 
rcsci-vcd  Foi-  future  action. 

The  amendment  to  section  1!)  provides  that  the  Stale  Kngineer  shall 
make  an  investigation  of  the  project,  and  as  soon  as  possible,  after  the 
expiration  of  (iO  days  from  the  date  of  filinsr.  shall  make  a  report 
either  approving  and  confirming  the  rei)ort  or  disapproving  it.  The 
amendment  further  provides  that  the  vote  at  the  election  for  the  com 
l)leti()n  of  the  pro.ject  must  he  carried  by  two-thirds  uia.iority.  Permits 
the  amendment  of  plans  for  the  construction  of  the  project  by  units 
aiul  provides  for  filing  th<'  amended  i)lans.  specifications  and  estimate 
of  costs  with  the  State  f]ngineer.  The  amendment  also  contains  a 
saving  clause  that  an\-  proceedings  taken  (uuor  to  the  date  this  act  may 
become  etfective  shall  not  be  invalidated  by  the  passage  of  this  act. 
but  subse(|uent  i)roceedings  shall  be  taken  in  accordance  with  saiii 
section  as  so  amended. 

The  new  section  l!)a  permits  a  reapportionment  of  the  as.sessmenl 
when  the  land  is  divided  into  Miiall  tracts. 

The  amenduH'Ut  to  section  21  provides  that  the  county  treasniir 
shall  I'ctnrn  to  the  board  of  directors  all  assessments  paid.  The  aniend 
meiit  also  eliminates  the  provision  that  notice  of  delin(|ueiu-y  shall  1" 
entered  upon  the  assessnu'nt  roll  of  the  district.  The  amendment 
further  provides  that  the  county  treasurer  nuist  i)rejiare  and  publish 
the  list  of  deliiKinent  assessments. 

The  amendment  to  section  22  j)ractii  ally  makes  a  complete  revision 
of  the  section.  The  amended  section  provides  liiat  tlie  board  of  direi-- 
tors  may  levy  a  sui)pleiiientary  assessuu'iit  for  the  maintenance,  re|)air. 
comjjletion  and  operation  of  th(-  woi-ks  of  the  district.  The  supple 
mentary  assessment  shall  be  levied  b\-  the  board  of  directors,  and  the 
supi)lenu'ntary  assessnuMit  I'oU  shall  state  the  rate  of  the  assessment 
and  shall  be  filed  with  the  count.v  treasurer  and  such  supplementar> 
assessment  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  several  tracts.  Such  supple- 
mentary assessment  may  be  anu'iuled  at  any  tinu'  within  60  days  after 
the  filing  of  the  assessment  roll.  The  supplementary  ijssessnu'nt  shall 
be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  assessment.  The 
report  of  the  eonunisioners  on  the  original  assessment  shall  be  used 
as  the  basis  for  the  supplementary  assessment.  The  amendment  als  i 
permits  the  board  to  fix  rates  of  tolls  and  charges  for  irrigation  ami 
other  .services  rendei-ed  bv  the  district  in  lieu  of  levying  assessments 
The  amendment  provides  for  the  payment  of  the  tolls  or  charges  in 
advance,  ami  also  provides  that  any  delini|uent  toll  charges  shall  carrv 
a  penalty  of  1<I  |)er  cent,  the  unpaid  tolls  or  charges  to  be  delin<pient 
at  the  expiration  of  -W  days  after  the  same  become  payable.  The 
anuMubnent  provides  for  the  filing  of  a  list  of  such  deliiupiencies  and 
the  .same  siiall  beeome  a  lien,  touether  with  the  |>enalty  of  10  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  (ieliii<|uency  and  interest  on  the  total  amount  of  12 
per  cent  jier  aniumi.  The  anu-ndinent  provides  for  a  suit  to  colleef 
the  delin(|iu'nc.v. 

The  amendment  to  .section  23  practically  revises  the  present  sectio'; 
23.  The  amendment  provides  that  wlien  the  original  asse.ssnuMit  is 
insufficient  to  jjrovide  for  the  completion  of  the  project  or  any  unit

tliercof,  tlic  boiinl  uf  direfturs  may  levy  a  siij)|)leiin'iitai-y  assessiuf nt. 
The  aiueiidineiit  also  would  permit  the  directors  to  ac(|uire  property 
or  construct  work  not  specitieci  in  the  original  report  and  recommenda- 
tions, and  provides  that  the  same  proceedings  for  the  preparation 
and  adoption  or  rejection  of  the  repoi't  and  recommendation  shall 
api)ly  to  the  ac(|uisition  of  property  and  construction  of  work  not 
specified  in  the  original  report  and  recommendations.  The  amendment 
provides  that  where  the  cost  of  work  on  any  unit  is  less  than  the  funds 
collected  therefor,  the  excess  shall  l)e  held  in  use  for  the  benefit  of  such 
unit  only,  and  shall  he  applied  to  the  bond  fund  of  such  unit,  and  if 
there  is  no  bond  fund,  then  to  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  sucli 
unit.

.■{4.  The  amendment  provides  that  the  hoard  shall  have  power  to 
establish  e(piitable  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  distribution 
;ind  use  of  water  among  the  owners  of  the  lands  within  the  district. 
The  amendment  provides  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
shall  lie  subject  to  such  priority  in  the  right  to  water  hy  the  different 
consumers  us  may  legally  exist.  The  amendment  further  provides 
that  in  the  event  of  a  shortage  of  water  the  district  sliall  have  the 
power  to  ratably  a|)portion  the  deficiency  among  the  land  owners  in 
the  district. 

The  amendment  to  section  ;W  provides  that  not  less  than  24  days 
before  a  general  election  the  board  of  directors  nuist  give  notice  of 
such  election  hy  causing  a  notice  thereof  to  be  published  once  a  week 
for  three  successive  weeks  in  each  county  where  any  land  in  the  district 
is  situated.  The  amendment  further  provides  that  i)rior  to  tlie  elec- 
tion the  board  of  directors  must  ai)i)oint  the  boai-d  of  election.

The  aiiieiidiiient  to  section  45  provides  that  tlie  official  bonds  of  (he 
first  directors  of  any  district  may  he  approved  hy  a  judge  of  thn 
superior  court  of  any  county  in  which  any  of  the  lands  of  the  district 
are  situated,  and  may  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  recorder 
of  such  county.

district,  the  validity  of  the  l)onds  issued  hy  the  district,  and  any  other 
l)rocee(ling  oi'  action  taken  on  thin<rs  done  hy  the  district  or  hoard  nt" 
directors.  Provides  that  such  i)roceedings  shall  he  governed  hy  tlie 
rules  of  |)leading  and  |)ractice  specified  in  the  ( '.  ('.  P.  The  anu-ndment 
eliminates  the  ])rovision  that  a  motion  f,)r  a  new  trial  must  he  heard 
and  determined  within  10  da\s  from  the  filing  of  the  notice  of  inten- 
tion. 

The  amendment  to  section  t)4  lUMctieallv  revises  the  |)resent  section 
<)4  of  the  act.  The  amendment  provides  for  the  asse.s^^ment  of  pr:>perty 
in  a  water  storage  district  which  has  been  omitted  from  the  original 
assessment  list  and  provides  that  the  reassessments  may  be  made  in  the 
nuniner  jjrovided  for  amendatory  asses>-nieiits  as  set  forth  in  section  1!> 
of  the  act.  Provides  if  the  original  assessment  was  not  made  und<'r 
section  1!)  the  i)oar(l  shall  cause  an  amendaforv  assessment  to  he  made 
uixui  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  in  which  the  original  assessment  was 
made. 

The  new  sections  64a  to  64s  relate  to  the  ])rocedure  for  changing 
the  boundaries  of  the  district  annexed  to  and  excluded  from  such 
di.strict.  release  of  boiuled  indebtedness  upon  such  excluded  territ  iry. 
and  assessing  lands  annexed  to  the  district.

S.  B.  303.  SWING. 

Amends  section  445  of  the  Political  Code.  Increases  the  salaries 
of  the  inheritance  tax  attorney  and  the  a.ssistant  inheritance  tax 
attorneys. 

To  Committee  on  (iovernmeiital  Pjfficiency. 

S.  B.  304.  YOUNG. 

Appropriates  the  sum  of  $1,500  for  use  during  the  77th  and  7Stli 
fiscal  years  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  ]niiu)r  orphans,  half-orphans, 
and  abandoned  children  to  homes  outside  of  the  state.

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S.  B.  305.  BOGGS. 

New  General  Law.  Provides  for  the  transfer  of  all  luoueys  of  the 
Sacramento  drainage  tlistrict,  remaining  in  tlie  county  treasury,  to  the 
Sacramento  ajid  San  Joaf|uin  drainage  district.

The  new  section  4a  provides  that  the  I)ii-ector  of  Agriculture  shall 
take  measures  to  .sui)press  certain  specified  di.seases  mentioned  in  that 
section,  and  authorizes  the  director  to  (|uarantine  the  premises  wheic 
such  disease  exists  or  has  exi.sted,  and  to  ipiarantine  the  animals  on 
till'  i)lace.  and  to  restrain  the  movements  of  |)ersons,  vehicles,  farm 
I  i|ui|)niiMit.  farm  and  dairy  products  and  other  materials,  to  and  fr.)iii 
such  i)remises,  and  to  (U'der  the  detention  of  such  animals  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  and  examination,  and  to  order  the  destructitui 
of  animals  affected  with  the  diseases  mentioned  in  this  section. 
Authorizes  such  other  regulations  as  the  director  may  deem  necessary 
to  eradicate  and  prevent  the  di.ssemination  of  such  diseases. 

The  new  section  4b  defines  the  words  live  stock  and  animals  and 
also  the  term  infectious,  contagious  or  communicable  diseases. 

The  amendment  to  section  <i  provides  tliat  aii\  person  who  shall  fail 
or  I'efu.se  to  obey  any  order,  rule,  or  regulation  i.ssued  by  the  Director

of  the  severance  of  any  lands  not  included  in  the  assessed  area  which 
would  have  been  included  but  for  the  location  of  a  by-pass  channel 
r  channel.s  |)rovided  for  by  another  separate  portion  or  project  of  the 
Saeraniento-San  Joacpiin  Drainage  District,  adopted  by  the  Reclamation 
I  toai'd.

In  ever> 
eonnty  having  more  than  one  superior  judge,  tiie  judges  thereof,  sli.il I 
appoint  one  of  their  number  and  such  other  rei)utahie  citizens,  as 
deemed  nece.ssary,  as  judges  of  such  court.

Authorizes  the  court  to  issue  subpoenas  for  tlie  a]ipearance 
of  witncs.ses.  If  tiic  court  is  unable  to  reconcile  the  parties,  a  certificate 
to  this  effect  must  be  issued  by  the  court,  and  the  clerk  shall  not  file 
any  complaints  uidess  they  are  accompanied  by  such  certificate.

Prohibits  tlic  Secretary  of  State 
from  issuing  a  charter  to  any  such  school  until  there  shall  be  filed 
in  his  office  a  certificate  of  approval  of  such  incorporation  by  the 
State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners.  Provides  that  the  organizers  of 
any  ]n-oposed  chartered  school  must  establish  certain  s])ecified 
requirements  before  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  shall 
issue  such  certificate  of  approval.

S.  B.  319.  CANEPA.

Provides  tliat  the  Board  of  Pliarmacy  sliall  enfor-ce 
the  ])rovisions  of  the  act  and  makes  the  violation  thereof  punishable 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $200,  or  by  im]irisonm(>nt  for  not  more 
flian  90  days,  or  by  botli  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  tlu^  discretion 
of  the  court.  Repeals  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  witii 
the  act.

Section  6  of  the  proposed  act  specifies  the  county  which  shall  have 
the  right  to  grant  licenses  and  franchises,  and  to  fix  the  license  tax  to 
individuals  or  corporations  to  construct  bridges  across  San  Francisco 
Bay,  Suisun  Bay,  Carquinez  Straits,  and  at  points  below  the  head  of 
navigation  of  the  Petaluma,  Napa  and  Sonoma  creeks,  and  the  Sacra- 
mento and  San  Joacuiin  rivers. 

Sections  7,  8,  and  9  regulate  the  procedure  with  reference  to  the 
gianting  of  franchises  for  the  construction  of  such  bridges.  A  cer- 
tificate must  be  obtained  from  the  Railroad  Commission  showing  the 
neeesssity  for  the  constmu'tion  of  such  bridge  or  l)ridges,  aiul  such  cer- 
tificate "sliall  be  tiled  with  the  clerk  of  the  t)oard  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  having  jurisdiction  to  grant  such  franchises  or  licenses.  Provides 
for  the  tiling  of  a  bond  for  the  inauguration  and  completion  of  such 
bridge. 

Section  10  specifies  certain  requirements  for  such  bridges. 
Repeals  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
the  i)rop()sed  act.

.jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  80  or  more  than  60  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.

A  violation  of  the  provision.s  of  the  act  is  made  a  misdemeanor 
and  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  tlian  $10,  nor  more  than  $100, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  connty  jail  not  less  than  10  days  nor  more 
than  90  days,  or  both.

Provides  for 
tlie  slaughtering  of  such  animals  luider  ])roper  authority.  Makes  a 
violation  of  the  act  a  misdenieanor  and  i)uni,shal)le  by  a  tine  of  not 
more  than  $500  or  not  more  than  -iO  days  in  jail,  or  l)y  both  siwh  fine 
and  imprisonment.

Provides  that  it 
IS  unnecessary  to  join  any  person  as  a  party  to  the  action,  holding 
a  conveyance  from  the  person  to  whom  the  land  was  assessed,  or 
having  a  lien  thereon,  which  conveyance  or  lien  does  not  ai)pear  of 
record  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  action.  Provides  for 
the  filing  of  notice  of  the  pendency  of  the  action  and  for  the  service 
of  summons.  Provides  that  a.ssessments  on  several  tracts  may  be 
included  in  the  same  action  if  listed  to  the  same  person.  The  .judg- 
ment or  decree  must  direct  that  the  sale  be  made  for  gold  ami  silver 
coin  of  the  United  States,  ai.id  the  board  of  trustees  nuist  pay  the 
moneys  collected  to  the  county  treasurer,  who  must  place  same  to 
the  credit  of  the  district.

Provides  that  the  ])urchase  price  may  be  paid  in  installments, 
and  all  unjjaid  installments  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent 
per  annum.  The  amendment  provides  that  the  purchase  price  of  all 
timber  lands  and  national  forest  lands  shall  be  paid  in  full  at  the 
lime  of  sale. 

The  amendmoit  to  section  2  authorizes  the  Surveyor  Genei-al  to 
use  certain  lands  as  a  basis  of  exchange  lands  as  provided  in  chapter

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  or  who  makes  any  false  statement  as  to  any  of  the 
facts  required  by  the  act  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  license,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25 
nor  more  than  ij^lOO,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  .jail  of  the 
county  in  which  such  conviction  shall  be  had  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  10  days  nor  more  than  100  days,  oi-  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,  and  ui)on  a  second  conviction  in  addition  to  surh  line 
and  imprisonment  shall  forfeit  such  license  or  licenses  as  may 
have  been  obtained.    All  moneys  collected  from  tJie  sale  of  licejises  and 
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iroiii  fines  and  forfViturcs  shall  he  paid  into  tiic  state  treasury  to  tile 
ereilit  of  tlic  fisli  an(i  game  i)re.servation  fund.  Repeals  all  aets  and 
pai'ts  of  acts  in  conttiet  with  the  aet.

No  license  shall  he 
issued  to  any  hahitual  drunkard  or  to  any  one  who  is  addicted  to  the  use 
of  iiarcotics  or  drugs,  nor  to  any  person  who  has  previously  heen 
iid.judged  insane,  oi'  to  any  idiot,  imbecile,  epi'e[)tic  or  feeble-minded 
peison  who  has  not  at  the  time  of  .such  application  been  restored  to 
competency  and  de  dared  sane  and  fully  recovered  by  judicial  decree,  or 
released  fi'om  a  hospital  for  the  ini-ane  or  feeble-minded  upon  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  superintendent.  The  division  shall  not  issue  an  operator's 
cr  chauffeur's  liceuse  to  any  per.son  who  is  unable  to  exerci.se  ivasonabie 
and  erdinar.N'  control  over  a  motor  vehicle  because  of  bein<i'  afHietcd  witii 
or  'Suffering  from  epilepsy  or  paralxsis,  defective  hearing  or  eyesight, 
or  by  reason  of  lack  of  both  hands  or  both  feet  or  lack  of  muscular  con- 
trol ever  his  extremities,  or  wiio  is  unable  to  demonstrate  his  ability 
to  exercise  reasonable  and  ordinary  control  over  the  operation  of  a 
motor  vehicle  by  a  di'iver's  te.st,  or  who  is  unable  to  read  highway 
warning  and  direction  signs  in  the  English  language. 

The  amendment  to  section  73  specifies  the  causes  for  which  an 
oi)erator's  or  chauffeur's  license  may  be  revoked.

stolen  veliicles,  ni)on  public  Inilletin  hoards,  to  lie  maintained  by  the 
division. 

The  amendment  to  section  41  eliminates  the  words  "the  year  budt"' 
from  the  present  section,  which  woidd  ai)pear  after  the  words  "inchid- 
ino:  the"  in  line  :i9,  paure  ;l  of  the  printed  hill. 

The  amendment  to  section  44  provides  for  the  annual  renewal  of 
applications  l)y  the  reiristcrcd  owner  and  the  certificate  of  regristration 
shall  he  valid  durins;  the  registration  year  only  for  which  issued,  and 
certificate  of  ownership  shall  remain  valid  until  cancelled  by  the  division 
upon  a  transfer  of  any  interest  tlici-ciii,  and  need  not  he  renewed 
annually. 

The  amendment  to  section  4.")  requires  an  apjilication  to  be  made  by 
certain  legal  representatives  in  case  of  death,  insolvency,  or  transfer 
by  operation  of  law.  and  authorizes  the  division  to  rerpiire  proof  of 
ail  of  the  facts  in  respect  to  such  transfer  and  to  issue  a  new  certifi- 
cate of  registration  and  a  new  certificate  of  ownership. 

The  amendment  to  section  77  provides  that  a  fee  of  $10  for  every 
electric  jias.senger  motor  vehicle  shall  be  charpred  in  addition  to  the 
registration  fee  specified  in  subdivision  a  of  the  section.  The  amend- 
ment also  fixes  a  weight  tax  on  electric  motor  vehicles  designed  and 
used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire  or  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  property.  The  amendment  further  provides  for  a  propor- 
tionate reduction  of  the  fees  required  by  the  section  when  registration 
is  made  after  the  beginning  of  the  resristration  year. 

The  amendment  to  section  HO  eliminates  the  transfer  fee  when  tiic 
transfer  is  made  by  the  ])ersonal  i-ciuTs.'utativi^-;  of  a  deceased  pei-son, 
or  where  the  transfer  is  niad<'  by  i i|)ci-a1  inn  of  law. 

The  amendment  to  section  Ho  provides  that  no  6  or  H  wheel  vehu-lc 
or  any  vehicle  ecpiipix'd  with  any  greater  numl)er  of  wheels  shall  be 
oi)erated  upon  the  pui)!ic  highwav  when  the  weitrht  thereof  exceeds 
Ki.OOO  i)ouiuls  on  any  one  axle,  or  the  weight  thereof  on  any  one  wheel 
restin  '-  upon  the  roadwav  exceeds  HOOO  pounds. 

The"  amendment  to  section  96  eliminates  from  the  present  section 
the  words  "when  within  a  residence  or  business  district"  whicli 
woidd  api)ear  after  the  words  "vehicle"  in  line  2.  page  9,  of  the 
printed  bill,  and  substitutes  in  lieu  thereof  "while  the  same  is  being 
operated  upon  a  public  highway."  . 

The  amendment  to  section  114  changes  the  definitions  of  business 
district"  and  "residence  district."  The  amendment  further  provides 
that  everv  public  highwav  shall  be  deemed  to  be  outside  of  a  buMiicss  or 
rosidence' district  unless  Mich  character  as  a  business  or  residence  district 
is  established  by  clear  and  competent  evidence,  and  also  by  the  presence 
of  such  signs  as  are  required  by  the  ac  t. 

The  amendment  to  section  i:5H  provides  that  no  person  shall  sto|). 
park  or  leave  a  motor  vehicle  standing,  whether  attended  or  unattended, 
upon'  a  public  highway  in  front  of  any  driv.-way,  nor  h-ave  the  same 
unattended  within  1.')  feet  of  a  fire  hydraut  or  a  hre  station. 

The  amendment  to  section  145  authorizes  the  legislative  bodiesj)t 
incorporated  cities,  or  cities  and  counties,  to  designate  certain  public 
highwavs  as  boulevards,  and  to  require  all  vehicles  to  stop  before 
entering  or  crossing  such  boulevard,  and  also  authorizes  the  legislative 
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bodies  to  proliibit,  by  ordinance,  tlie  use  of  a  street  or  highway  by 
commercial  or  other  i)articnlar  class  of  vehicles,  or  by  vehicles 
exeeedin;;  a  maximum  j^ross  weight  limit,  which  limit  must  be 
specified  in  the  ordinance. 

The  amendment  to  section  153  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
fail  to  yield  a  right  of  way  to  any  person  entitled  thereto  under  the 
provisions  of  section  131  of  the  act.  The  amendment  further  provides 
that  unless  another  penalty  is  fixed  by  the  act  or  by  the  laws  of  the 
state,  every  person  convicted  of  a  felony  for  violatioii  of  this  act  shall 
be  pnni.shed  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $1,000  nor  more  than  $5,000  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  state  penitentiary  for  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  tlian  five  years,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  The 
amendment  makes  it  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  imprisonment  in 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  five  days  and' a  fine  in  addition 
tliereto,  for  any  person  to  give  a  false,  fictitious  or  incorrect  name  or 
address,  either  upon  the  api)lication  for  registration  of  a  vehicle  or 
an  operator's  or  chauffeur's  license,  or  in  a  written  promise  to 
appear  given  to  any  arresting  officer.  (Also  provides  for  a  suspension 
of  license  for  a  period  not  exceeding  60  days,  and  for  suspension 
of  the  registration  and  refusal  of  transfer  of  registration,  for  such 
failure  to  appear.)  The  amendment  also  provides  that  every  owner 
of  a  vehicle  who  permits  the  vehicle  to  be  operated  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  tiie  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Also  makes 
the  emi)loyer,  contractor  or  otlier  person  in  charge  of  the  driver  of  a 
vehicle,  operated  on  tlie  public  highways,  which  vehicle  is  of  a  gross 
weight  in  excess  of  that  ])ermitted  under  the  act,  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  ui)on  two  or  more  convictions  of  any  driver  or  owner, 
the  court  is  authorized  to  impound  such  vehicle  at  reasonable  expense 
to  the  owner  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30  days.

Tiu'  amendment  also  provides  that  every  distributor  shall  be  required 
to  re))ort  such  exports  and  sales  to  the  State  IJoard  of  K(|ualization 
in  such  detail  as  the  board  shall  recpiire. 

The  amendment  to  section  11  eliminates  from  the  present  sect'on 
tile  phrase,  "or  intended  to  be  operated",  after  the  word  "oi)erate". 
in  line  11,  i)age  of  the  i)rinted  bill.  Tiie  amendment  also  increases 
the  time  within  which  an  api)lieation  for  refund  may  be  made  from 
()  months  to  12  months.  It  also  provides  that  any  ai)plication  filed 
after  12  nu)nths  shall  not  be  considered  for  any  purpose  by  the  State 
Controller,  the  Treasurer  or  the  state. 

The  new  section  18  provides  tliat  all  matters  of  procedure  relating: 
to  refund  of  taxes  or  the  eane(dlation  of  any  assessment  shall  l)e 
governed  by  the  i)rovisions  of  section  :{66!)  of  the  Political  Code.

Amends  section  3  of  the  Gasoline  Tax  Act  of  1923.  The  amendment 
provides  that  every  distributor  ol  irasoline  shall,  from  and  after 
Septend)er  ."iO.  192:5,  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  i)rovided  by  law  . 
pay  a  license  tax  to  the  State  Controller  of  :}  cents  \wv  gallon  <)n 
gasoline,  distillate  and  other  motor  vehicle  fuels.  The  present  section 
provides  that  the  tax  shall  run  from  December  :iO,  192:5,  and  the 
late  is  fixed  at  2  cents  i)er  gallon.  The  amendment  also  provides 
that  the  revenue  received  from  the  license  tax,  jiaid  under  provision 
of  the  act,  shall  be  appropriated  in  the  following  manner:  two- 
thirds  shall  be  dei)Osited  to  the  credit  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  fuel  fund 
and  ex])eiided  as  jirovidcd  in  section  l:}  of  the  act,  and  the  remaining 
one-third  of  such  revenues,  after  iiaymeiit  therefrom  of  one-third  of 
the  refunds  allowed  under  the  act,  shall  be  dei)osited  in  the  State 
Treasury  in  a  fund  to  be  designated  as  the  "state  highway  construc-

it  the  bidder  fails  oi'  nesh'ct.s  to  eiit:'i-  into  such  eontraet  the  security 
shall  not  be  forfeited,  but  only  so  much  thereof  mav  he  held  as  shall 
con.vtitute  the  actual  damages  sustained  by  the  state,  oi'  such  county, 
city,  nninicipality  or  political  subdivision.  "  Repeals  all  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  in  conflict  therewith.

Provides  that  the  Hoard  of  Control  shall  be  authorized 
to  negotiate  the  sa'e  ther;'of  to  the  highest  biddei',  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  IIighwa,\-  Connuissiiiii,  and  authorizes  tlie  chairman  of 
the  Hoard  of  Control  to  execute  yncb  conveyances.  Provides  the  pur- 
chaw  price  shall  be  credited  to  su(  h  fund  as  the  Califoi'iiia  llighwav

the  motor  vehicle  fund  and  expended  a.s  provich'd  in  seeti(m  159  of  the

club,"  and  inserts,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  followin--':  "provided  that 
such  s('cret  fraternity,  sorority  or  secret  club  has  more  than  50  per 
cent  of  its  members  enrolled  in  any  elementary  or  secondary  school 
of  the  state."

$100,  or  imi)risonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  10  nor  more 
than  100  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  shall  forfeit 
such  license  as  may  have  been  obtained,  and  no  license  shall  be  issued 
to  such  person  for  the  renuiinder  of  the  license  year.  Provides  that 
the  money  collected  from  the  sale  of  licenses  shall  be  dej)Osited  in  the 
State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  fish  and  game  preservation  fund.

S.  B.  614.  BAKER. 

New  General  Law.  Authorizes  the  acquisition,  construction, 
improvement,  maintenaiu  e  and  control  of  the  uncomi)leted  portions 
of  the  system  of  state  highways.

The  anieiidnient  to  section  .'>.")  permits  the  board  of  directors  to 
apply  the  funds  derived  from  any  source  towards  defrayinjr  the 
expenses  of  the  orfjanization  of  the  district,  and  for  the  eare,  opera- 
tion, niaiiaprement.  repair,  and  iiiLi)rovement  of  such  portions  of  the 
canal  and  works  as  are  coinpicted  and  in  use.  inchidiiifr  salaries  of 
officers  and  employees.  Provides  that  whenever  an.v  irrijjation  dis- 
triet has  funds  derived  under  any  contract  for  the  sale  of  water  or 
power,  sufficient  to  defra.v  all  the  exjienses  and  costs  of  the  distriet, 
includintr  interest  on  bonds,  tile  board  of  directors  shall  not  cause 
any  assessment  to  be  collected  durinir  an.v  such  year  from  the  land- 
owners of  the  district.  Provides  that  the  as.scssor  shall  not  br 
released  or  excus<'d  from  prepariuir  in  each  year  an  assessment  i)ook' 
of  the  lands  of  the  district  as  provided  in  the  act.

Makes  tiie  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  the  section  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable 
i)y  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $300  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  or  city 
jail  for  not  less  than  30  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisoiunent. 
Excepts  from  the  provisions  of  the  section  teachers,  and  commercial 
or  labor  employment  agencies. 

Note.— The  title  of  the  bill  is  in  very  bad  shape,  and  should  be 
amended  to  properly  refer  to  the  original  act.

Excepts  iiDiii  tlic  provisions  of  tin-  act  l)usi 
iicsscs  now  ostahlislicd.    Defines  tin'  duties  of  certain  persons  in  ref- 
erence to  the  act.  and  provides  jienaltics  for  violations  thereof.

and  othei-  re\('nues  for  school  i)uri)oses.  and  school  expenditures  for  all 
purpo.sHs.

The  amendment  to  subdivision  !•  eliminates  the  jjrovisions  for  the 
traxeliTig  expenses  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.

Amends  section  1764  of  the  Political  Code.  The  amendment  pro- 
vides for  the  estimate  of  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  school  funds 
to  be  made  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  auditor,  and 
fixes  a  basis  for  the  computation  of  such  estimate.  The  amendment 
provides  that  if  the  supervi.sors  fail  to  levy  the  ta.x  as  provided  in 
the  section,  then  the  auditor  must  levy  the  ta.x  and  add  the  same  to  the 
assessment  roll.

S  B.  636.  JONES. 

Amends  section  1858  of  the  Political  Code.  The  amendment  pro- 
vides that  the  .superintendent  of  i)ublic  in.struction  shall  apportion 


state  school  moneys.  Tlie  present  section  is  changed  about  to  a  consider- 
able extent.    The  amendment  fixes  the  liasis  for  the  apportionment 
of  funds  of  state  and  county  schools. 
To  (Committee  on  P]dueation. 

S.  B.  637.  JONES. 

Amends  section  1616  of  the  Political  Code.  The  amendment 
changes  the  date  l»y  which  the  hoard  must  establish  a  kindergarten 
liiid  fixes  the  date  l)etween  May  10  and  June  30  in  any  year.  The 
I)resent  provision  fixes  the  date  between  June  1  and  August  1  in 
any  year.  The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  board  of  education 
must  submit  to  the  county  sui)erintendent  of  schools  a  budget  as 
re(|uired  by  law  for  tiie  maintenance  of  any  kindergarten  or  kinder- 
gartens ill  their  respective  school  districts.  The  amendment  also 
eliminates  the  provision  for  the  examhiation  of  such  estimate  by  the 
^•Dunty  superintendent  and  his  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  same.

S.  B.  638.  JONES. 

Amends  sections  1612a,  1756,  and  1839  of  the  Political  Code.  The 

amendment  to  section  1612a  provides  that  a  separate  budget  shall  be 
made  for  kindergarten,  elementary,  and  high  school  i)urposes.  Pro- 
vides that  taxes  levied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  sec- 
lion  shall  be  deposited  in  the  respective  funds  of  the  kindergarten, 
elementary  school,  or  high  .school. 

The  amendment  to  section  1756  completely  revises  the  present 
section  of  the  law.  Makes  it  the  duty  of  the  board  of  every  high 
school  district,  union  liigli  school  district,  .joint  union  higii  school  dis- 
trict and  the  lioard  of  education  of  every  cit.v  higii  school  district,  to 
niake  and  tile  a  budget  as  re(|uired  by  the  provisions  of  section  1612a 
of  the  Political  Code. 

The  amendment  to  section  1839  fixes  a  rate  of  70  cents  on  each 
ij^lOO  of  assessed  valuation  as  a  district  tax  for  elementary  school 
liuilding  purposes,  and  fixes  a  rate  of  $1  on  each  $100  of  assessed 
\aluation  for  all  elementary  school  purposes.

S.  B.  639.  CHAMBERLIN. 

Amends  section  628c  of  the  Penal  Code.  Prohibits  the  catching  of 
;iiiy  fish,  except  salmon,  in  any  stream  where  any  rack,  trap,  or  dam 
or  spawn-taking  device  is  maintained.  Prohibits  the  taking  of  sal- 
mon in  any  manner  in  any  stream  upon  which  a  rack,  trap,  dam,  or 
other  spawn-taking  station  is  maintained,  within  three  miles  of  the 
lower  side  of  such  rack,  trap,  dam.  or  other  spawn-taking  .station.

S.  B.  640.  CHAMBERLIN. 

Amends  section  626n  of  the  Penal  Code.  The  amendment  prohibits 
the  use  of  a  live  goose  as  a  decoy. 
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Note — The  words  ''i-elating  to  the  protection  of  fish  and  game," 
appearing  in  lines  2  and  3,  should  be  stricken  from  the  bill.

S.  B.  641.  CHAMBERLIN. 

Amends  section  636  of  the  Penal  Code.  The  amendment  permits 
the  use  of  drift  gill  nets  in  tidewater  in  Klamath  River  fish  and  gaiiir 
district.  Prohibits  the  use  of  nets  in  fish  and  game  district  seven 
■'A,"  and  any  net  found  in  any  boat  in  such  district  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  owner  was  using  the  same  in  the  district.  The 
amejidment  also  makes  it  unlawful  to  use  jiurse  nets  and  round  haul 
nets  in  fish  and  iranie  district  five.  Makes  it  unlawful  to  use  trawl 
nets  in  fi.sh  and  game  district  five.  Makes  it  unlawful  to  use  troll 
lines  or  hand  lines  in  fish  and  game  districts  five  and  five  "A." 
Makes  it  unlawful  to  use  any  instrument  to  take  moUusks  in  fish  and 
game  district  five  "A." 

Note — The  word  "five-eighths,"  in  line  21,  page  2  of  the  printed 
ImII  is  misspelled.  The  word  "anyone,"  in  line  4i).  page  4,  of  the  bill  is 
misspelled.  The  words  "any  net"  should  be  inserted  in  lieu  of  the 
word  "sucli"  in  line  4!),  page  4,  of  the  bill.

S.  B.  642.  SAMPLE. 

Amends  sections  1183,  1184,  1184a,  and  1184c,  and  adds  sections 
1183a,  1183b,  and  1183c  of  the  C.  C.  P.  The  amendment  to  section 
1188  provides  that  no  suit  shall  be  commenced  upon  the  bond  of  the 
contractor  until  a  claim  of  lien  has  been  filed  Avithin  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  provided  in  section  1187  of  the  C.  C.  P. 

The  new  section  1183a  provides  for  liens  for  work  done  for  the  state 
or  any  political  subdivision  or  agency  of  the  state.  Provides  that  the 
contractor  must  file  a  bond,  and  unless  such  bond  is  filed  no  claim  in 
favor  of  the  contractor  shall  be  audited,  allowed  or  paid  by  any  public 
officer  of  this  state,  or  any  officer  of  any  political  subdivision. 

The  new  .section  1183b  specifies  the  time  in  which  liens  must  be 
fih'd  and  the  different  officers  charged  with  the  supervision  of  the  work. 

The  new  section  1183c  provides  for  a  hearing  before  the  board  or 
officer  charged  with  such  piil)lic  work,  of  an\  dispute  as  to  the  correct- 
ness of  the  claim  of  the  materialmen. 

The  amendment  to  section  1184  grants  claim  for  labor  or  skill  in 
work  upon  buildings,  wharves,  bridges,  ditches,  fliunes,  aciueducts,  wells, 
tunnels,  fences,  juachinery,  railroads  or  other  structures,  and 
provides  the  time  in  which  the  notice  of  claim  for  such  labor  and 
skill  shall  be  filed.  The  amendment  eliminates  the  provision  of  the 
present  section  that  verified  copy  of  the  notice  must  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Controller,  Auditor  or  other  public  disbursing  officer  of 
^he  state  or  any  political  subdivision. 

The  amendment  to  section  1184a  prescribes  the  time  in  which 
the  action  to  foreclose  the  lien  siiall  be  commenced.  The  time  is  limited 
to  120  days  after  the  com[)letion.  or  termination,  of  the  work.  The 
amendment  also  provides  that  notice  of  the  commencement  of  the 
action  shall  l)c  given  to  the  owner  and  person  against  whom  the  claim 
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is  filed  within  10  days  after  commencement  of  the  suit.  Such  service 
can  be  made  either  by  service  of  a  copy  of  tiie  sinnmons  and  complaint 
or  by  delivery  to  the  person  of  a  notice  of  pendency  of  the  action, 
or  mailing  notice  to  such  persons  at  their  last  known  address,  and  if 
the  notice  is  not  given  the  owner  shall  not  retain  any  funds  lield  under 
the  original  notice. 

The  amendment  to  section  1184c  eliminates  the  provisions  with 
reference  to  the  "act  to  secure  the  payiiu-nt  of  claims  of  materiahium 
.    .        appi'oved  March  27,  lSi)7,  as  amended. 

Note — In  lines  38  and  39.  page  6,  of  the  printed  bill,  the  following 
sliould  be  strickcTi  out:  "notice  to  owner  of  laboi'  ]i('rforim>d  and 
materials  furnished."  In  line  32,  page  7  of  the  pi'inted  l)ill,  the  word

Tiie  aiiu-ndment  provides 
that  grards  lo  the  State  of  California  for  highway  purposes  may  be 
accepted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Highway  Conunission,  and  the  certifi- 
cate of  aceei)tance  signed  by  the  secretary  or  assistant  secretary  shall 
be  sufficient  to  entitle  the  deed  to  be  recorded.

Amends  section  365c,  and  adds  sections  365d,  365e,  365f,  365g, 
365h,  365i,  365 j,  365k,  3651,  365m,  365n,  365o,  and  365p  of  the  Politi- 
cal Code. 

The  amendment  to  section  365c  provides  that  all  expenditures  by 
the  state  for  highway  purposes  or  by  the  ('alifornia  Highway  Commis- 
sion shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Highway  (Commission, 
and  all  moneys  appropriated  for  such  purposes  .shall  be  paid  upon  the 
proper  demand  of  the  commission,  when  approved  and  audited  by  the 
State  Board  of  Control. 

The  ncAv  sections  365d  and  365h  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Highway  (Commission  with  respect  to  the  state  roads  and  state 
highways,  and  aid  to  be  rendered  county  road  or  boulevard  districts 
;uid  municipal  authorities. 

The  now  section  365e  authorizes  the  Cald'onua  Highway  (  ommission 
lo  prepare  and  approve  all  plans  and  specifications  for  work  done 
under  its  direction,  and  authorizes  the  board  to  deternnne  the  kind.

Repeals  the  act  empowering  the  State  Market  Director  to  regulate 
and  control  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  fre.sh  fish,  approved 
June  1.  1917.

Grants  jjowtT  to  tlie  Governor 
to  cancel  or  revoke  tlie  parole  of  any  prisoniT.  and  sncli  revocation  shall 
he  sntlicient  authority  to  an.v  of  the  otlicials  named  therein  to  take  and 
return  any  prisoner  to  tlie  state  i)rison. 

The  anuMulnicnt  to  section  ()74  eonipli>tely  revises  the  provisions 
of  the  present  section.  The  amendment  provides  that  the  lioard  of 
Prison  Directoi"s  may.  upon  frrantin<:  any  parole,  impose  such  condi- 
tions as  tlu'v  may  deem  ])roper.  Authorizes  the  board  to  revoke  the 
jiarole  of  an>  i)i'isoner  for  vielation  of  the  provisions  of  his  parole, 
and  provides  that  creilits  may  he  forfeited,  after  a  hearinjr, 
and  provides  that  no  |)arole  shall  be  rev(d<ed  or  credits  forfeited 
without  cause,  which  must  be  stated  in  the  order  revokinfr  the  parole 
or  forfeit injr  credits.  The  amendment  provides  that  the  parole  of  a 
])risoner  shall  be  revoked  if  such  prisoner  shall  leave,  or  attemjjt  to 
leave,  the  state  without  permission  from  the  board,  and  provides  that 
such  prisoner  shall  be  deemed  an  escaped  prisoner  and  arrested  as 
such. 

The  pi-ovisions  of  section  ti7'>  are  considerabl.v  enlarged  h.v  the  new 
act.  The  amendments  to  this  section,  in  substance,  add  to  the  section 
the  eliminated  provision  of  sections  (iTS  and  ()74.  oV  the  present  law. 

The  act  also  repeals  the  State  Tarole  Act  of  l!»l:i.  The  provisions 
of  this  act,  in  substance  at  least,  are  carried  into  ilic  ;iiuendments  to 
the  sections  of  the  Penal  Code.

Section  3848  provides  that  the  i)oll  tax  receipt  shall  be  retained 
in  the  immediate  jiossession  of  the  person  to  whom  issued,  and  sliall  lie 
exhibited  upon  demand  to  certain  specified  officers. 
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Section  3850  provides  foi*  the  re-delivery  of  unissued  receipts  from 
the  auditor  to  the  assessor  and  specifies  tlie  time  ^vithin  which  sueh 
re-delivery  must  be  made. 

Section  3851  prescribes  tlie  metiiod  and  procedure  for  a  return  of 
money  where  any  tax  lias  been  erroneouslj-  levied  and  collected. 

Section  3852  provides  that  the  proceeds  of  all  i)oll  taxes  and  pen- 
alties, less  any  deduetions.  shall  be  paid  into  a  fund  to  be  known 
as  the  state  poll  tax  collection  fund.

Section  3855  provides  that  every  i)erson  re(iuired  to  register  or  pay 
a  poll  tax  wiio  shall  icfuse  to  reirister  or  nuiUes  any  false  statenuMit,  or 
who  aids  or  abets  any  ])erson  to  evade  such  retristration  or  payment  of 
poll  ta.x  in  any  wa.\ .  is  miilty  of  a  misdemeanoi'. 

Section  3856  provides  that  any  judgment  or  other  repayment  on 
account  of  the  tax  herein  shall  be  payable  from  the  una|)porti()in'il 
state  school  fund  remainiiig  in  the  .state  trea.sury.  Provides  tliat 
no  ])ublic  ofificer  shall  be  held  personally  liable  for  the  proper  pei  - 
formance  of  any  official  duty  im]>osed  upon  liim  by  the  provisions 
of  the  cliai)ter.

Provides  that  the  amendment  shall  he  construed  liberally  with  the 
purp;)s('  of  preventing  retrial  whenc\-er  i)ossil)le.
